_ There is war at the southwest corner of La 
Salle and Washington streets, where the new 
Stock Exchange Building stands. It started 
with a dead horse, got to the Carpenters’ 
en and promises to end in siege and 
rifles, 

At first sight there does not seem to be 
much affinity between a dead horse and the 


Supreme Council of the Carpenters’ Union of 
the City of Chicago.

There 
are some who think wages were the forefront 
of the battle, but of the sixteen strikers talked 
to yesterday afternoon every one of them 
talked bitterly of the dead horse and accorded 
minor mention to wages. 
Increase of Pay Demanded, 


Then the union took hold. The dead horse 
did not shine so conspicuously there, but it 
was time for the spring strike anyway. Mr. 
Falkenau was told the men would return to 
work at a minimum rate of 40 cents an hour. 
Work on the building had progressed to where 
the floors were about to be laid. To do this 
Mr. Falkenau proposed to employ an extra 
300 men. As their requisites were only the 
ability to use a saw and drive a nail straight 
Falkenau proposed to pay them 25 cents an 
hour. He had no idea of paying the unskilled 
men a minimum of 40 cents, and he told the 
union so. The union promptly notified all 
union carpenters to quit work on the build- 
ing. 

Friday Mr. Falkenau made the union an 
offer of 274¢ cents a hour. This was refused, 
and the union substituted this proposal : 

‘* Wages shall be placed at 35 cents, the 
minimum rate per hour. No discrimination 
shall be made among the men who were called 
out. All shall return to their respective posi- 
A steward must be allowed on the job, 
and the businéss agent must be admitted 
whenever he wishes to visit the job. Ali car- 
penters employed, including foreman, must 
be members of the union, the Superintendent 
excepted. — CuHaRgues V. OcpeEn,

Mr. Falkenau flatly refused to pay this, but 
yesterday advertised in the papers and posted 
notices in the building that there was ‘work 
for carpenters at 30 cents an hour. Then the 
real trouble began. The urion posted pick- 
ets on every corner for threé blocks around 
the Stock Exchange Building. Men who came 
to work were either dissuaded or assaulted. A 
foreman named Armstrong was thrown down 
and beaten. So bad did things get that police 
were called to guard the building. Not a man 
could get near the place and the sight of a 
man with a tool-box was the signal for a 
fight. 

Nearly 500 men applied for work yester- 
day. ‘Some bronght their tool chests and 
these wither joined the union then and there, 
or were chased away from the neighborhood. 
Every man who in the faintest degree 
resempled a workingman was challenged 
and asked if he wasacarpenter. So zeuloud 
were the pickets that the architect of the 
building was tollowed and challenged; even 
Mr. Falkenau was asked if he was looking 
for carpenter work. 

Refuses to Keinstate All Str ikers, 

Of all the union’s demands the one that 
sticks worst on the contractot is the one de. 
manding that all men who went out on strike 
shall be reinstated. Some of these men, Mr. 
Falkenau says, have behaved so brutally 
to éthers and have damaged tools to such an 
evtent that they can never work for 
him again. The contractor says he 
is not specially looking for trouble, but he 
proposes to hire who he likes, when he likes, 
and where he likes. He refuses to be co. 
erced by any union. Moreover, he says he 
will protect those men who wish to work even 
if ithas to be done with shotguns. To this 
end bunks are being built in the Stock Ex- 
change Building and preparations for a long 
siege are being made, The building is in 
such a condition that light and heat can be 
easily furnished. Over a hundred men have 
already been quietly taken in and are quar- 
tered there. They are guarded by armed 
watchmen and no one is allowed access to 
them. The arrangements for feeding the men 
are not yet as perfect as they might be, but 
by Monday Mr. Falkenau declares he will not. 
only have 300 men but will have them

Gov. Shortridge of North Dakota followed 
Mr. Boen, He explained that the Dakota 
country is very different from the rest of the 
States. The farms are unprotected and the 

le are in many cases or and striving 
coed to become established. The Russian 
pest is more destructive than the Canadian 
thistle. It has no leuves and cannot be 
burned. It grows among the grain and when 
the grain is taken off it grows into an im- 
mense mat of weeds thickly interspersed 
with briars. It is impossible to plow through 
it, and in some localities farmers had to 
abandon their property, 

Gov. Shortridge then read a letter from Mr. 
A. L. Mobler, General Manager of the Great 
Northern railway at St. Paul. Mr. Mohler 
stated that in going over the Huron, Aberdeen 
and Ellendale branches he found the Russian 
thistle covering many grain fields and also 
portions of the railway’s right of way. He 
writes that these weeds have been cut three 
times this season, but are as high now as they 
were at the first cutting. Mr. Mohier added 
that unless united action is taken by ~the 
farmers the damage to the land will be infin- 
itely greater than any of the worst grasshopper 

lagues these districts have ever experienced, 
Univess checked it will extend to Southern 
Minnesota and North Dakota. 

In answer to inquiries Gov. Shortridge 
stated that the effect of the passage of the bill 
would be to stimulate the farmers to redouble 
their effotts to rid themselves of the weed. 
Independent of any party consideration the 
Governor hoped the committee would care- 
ma | consider his appeal and give the people 
of North Dakota the assistance they desire.

Shortridge as “ rot.”’

KEARSARGE RESCUE EXPEDITION. 


Scheme;Suggested to Save the Battery and 
@ Part of the Hull. 

Wasutnoron, D. C., Feb. 17.—Lieut. J. A. 
Smith, U. S. N., has presented to Senator 
Chandler and Representative Blair a plan for 
rescuing the guns and armament of the Kear- 
sarge. The plan yas submitted to Lieut. 
Smith by E. M. Stoddard, who commanded 
the eleven-inech gun of the Kearsarge during 
the engagement with the Alabama, Mr. 
Stoddard estimates that an expedition could 
be fitted out to rescue the Kearsarge from the 
West Indian buccaneers for about $12,000, 
and that the battery and a portion of the hull 
could be recovered. He calls attention to the 
fact that the northeast trade winds slack up 
about the middle of April, which would aid 
the expedition. Acting on this letter, Mr. 
Blair todaypresented a bill for a Kearsarge 
rescue expedition. 

‘* New Hampshire did much to furnish the 
country wth the Kearsarge, and she is natur- 
ally desirous to preserve the old’ warship,” 
agid Representative Biair of New Hampshire, 
referring to his resolution for a rescue expe- 
dition. Mr, Blair recalls the circumstances 
under which the Keafsatge was built. The 
order had come to the Portsmouth Navy-Yard 
to build a ship with all.the speed possible in 
order to cope with the privateers and Con. 
federate flotilla, which were playing havoc 
with Northern shipping. The people of 
Portsmouth partook of the patriotic spirit 
of the times and watched the building 
of the ship as a home institution.

Its Sessions May Be Prolonged Until Final 
Adjustments Are Made, 

Wasnineton, D. C,, Feb. 17.—There is a 
sttong probability that the Chilean Claims 
Commission will be enabled to continue ite 
sessions long énough satisfactorily to adjust 
all the claims that have been brought before 
it, . aes elaims presented by Chileans 
amounted only to$2,000,000 or $3,000,000, 
but the United States astonished every one by 
coming forward with cases = ag 
gregating $27,000,000. When it 
was foreseeen three months ago 
that all the cases couid not be decided in the 
time limit, an effort was made to secure an 
extension of the commission’s existence, but 
the Chilean Congress, at that time in extra 
session, declined to accede to the request, 
being influenéed by the prepotiderance of if- 
terests unexpectedly presented by the United 
States. The regular séssion of the Chilean 
Congress does not begin until June 1 and the 
only way provided by the treaty for 
prolohging the existence of the commis- 
sion until that time is by the death, 
incapacity, or the retirement of one of the 
Commissiotets, in which ¢ase three monthe’ 
extension is permitted. The Swiss Minister, 
Mr. Claparede, who is oné of the three mem- 
bers, can be most instrumental in aceorn- 
plishing that end by resigning, as he desires 
to return home about the first day of April, 
which would render possible an interruption 
of the cominission’s functions and by pro- 
lotiging its existence to July enable the 
new Chilean Congress ta ratify an extension 
ef the time allowed to e¢ompléte§ the

IOWA SENATORIAL TEMPERANCE 
COMMITTEE AT WORK. 


Local Option Measures Which Will Be 
Presented Next Week«One Formed by 
the Subcommittee Will Provide for a 
Vote on License oan Petition of One- 
third of a County’s Citizens=-Repre- 
sentatives of Cities Prepare a Measure 
Fithian’s Renomination Assured. 


Des Mornzs, Ia., Feb. 17.—[ Special, |— 
The subcommittee of the Senate Committee 
on Suppression of Inteinperance, which was 
appointed last night to draft a local option 
bill and report it to the committee for in- 
dorsement, has been at work tuday upon a 
measure that has been outlined by Senator 
Carpenter. It provides that upon pétition of 
one-third of the legal voters of any county an 
election shall be ordered in .such county, at 
which either of the following propositions may 
be submitted: 


Shall permits fcr the sale of intoxicating liquors 
be granted? es 


Shall permits for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in original packages be granted? 

The sale is to be allowed in cities and in in- 
corporated towns, and in case of a county 
having a city of a population of 4,000 or 
more the city may be allowed to. vote upon 
the sale in case the county as' a whole should 
decide against license. In case of such a city 
inany county the city is {to constitute one 
option district and the county outside another, 
so that the city shall not have the power to 
vote saloons in the smaller towns outside 
without a majority of the} people of such 
towns are in favor of the license. The bill 
does not propose the repeal of the prohibitory 
aw, but amends the present law by providing 
additional methods for granting permits for 
the sale. | 

To carry out this idea it also provides that 
when a county has once voted against license 
the question shall not be again voted upon 
for five years, but in case the’ vote is in favor 
of granting permits another election may be 
held at any time that one-third of the voters 
petition for a balloting to decide the question 
of the revocation of existing permits and en- 
forcement of the prohibitory law. 


To Govern the Saloons. 


The bill as now drawn does not specify the 
amount of the fee that must be paid by per- 
mit-holders, but leaves it to the discretion of 
the Councils of the cities and towns to. fix 
such sum as they may see fit. It also pro- 
vides that the Councils may enact restrictions 
governing the conduct of the saloons, such as 
requirements that the -permit-holder must se- 
cure the consent of neighboring property- 
owners; that he must keep the windows of 
the saloon unobstructed by screens; that no 
saloon shall be located within a certain dis- 
tance of a church or school; and that they 
may provide for the hours on week days that 
the saloon may be kept open. 

The bill provides that all saloons must be 
in asingle room fronting upon a main trav- 
eled street, that the room shall not contain 
‘any tables where games are played, and that 


no adjoining room shall be served with liquors: 


from the room in which the saloon is located. 
In cases where the people vote for the estab- 
lishment of original package houses it pro- 
vides that the liquor. must be sold in the 
original packages and that liquors are not to 
be drank on the premises. 

It is also proposed to add another feature to 
the bill, which will provide for the 
appointment of a State inspector of intoxi- 
cating liquors. It shall be the duty of this 
officer to inspect all the liquors kept for sale 
in the saloons in the State and require that 
only liquors of a fixed standard of purity shall 
be kept. Itis also contemplated to add to 
the duties of this office that of seeing that the 
restrictions in regard to location and general 
arrangement of the saloons as provided iu the 
bill are obeyed, but it is not a part of the duty 
of the inspector to see that the additional ‘re- 
strictions imposed by the cities are carried out. 

The lawyers who are members of the sub- 
committee say they are satisfied that the 
bill is not open to the constitutional questions 
that can be urged against other local option 
bills, The subcommittee will meet again 
Tuesday, and it is expected that the bill will 
be ready to be submitted to the full commit- 
tee by Wednesday next. 


Representatives of Cities Have a Bill. 


The Steering committee appointed by the 
Representatives of the cities who have been 
here stating their views to the two commit- 
tees has prepared a bill which was presented 
by J. B, Powers of Dubuque to the Senate 
committee this evening. It is based upon 
the Brower-Gatch bill, and is ‘a 
local option measure. Concerning the 
constitutionality of such a measure Mr. 
Powers said tonight: ‘It simply provides 
for the steps that must be taken to secure the 
issuance of permits for the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, and if the pharmacy law is con- 
stitutional this bil] certainly is.”’ 

The bill follows the provisions of the Gatch 
bill in regard to the calling of an election on 
petition of one-fifth of the votes of any county 
for the purpose of deciding the question of the 
issuing of permits for the sale at wholesale 
or retail or the manufacture of spirituous, 
vinous, or malt liquors. The fee is fixed at 
not less than $500 a year, with the provision 
that the City Vouncils may add as much more 
as they see fit up to $1,000. 

Of this amount 75 per cent goes to the city, 
when the saloon is located in a city or incor- 
porated town, and 25 per cent to the county. 
When the saloon is located in the country out- 
side of a city or town the whole amount of the 
license fée goes to the county and is to be 
expended in the improvement of the highways 
under the direction of the Board of Super- 
visors. 

Permit-holders are required to put upa 
bond of not less than $3,000 and not more 
than $5,000. In.gny action brought under 
the present Iowa law the holding of the per- 
mit shall not be aé_ defense against 
damages claimed or offenses charged by 
reason of ai violation of § the pro- 
visions of the act. The parents, husband, 
wife, child, or guardian of any person liable 
to be injured by the sale of liquors is entitied 
tu give notice to permit holders not to sell to 
such person, and a violation of this notice 
shall work a revocation of the permit and sub- 
ject the violator to prosecution under the pres- 
ent prohibitory law. The act is not to be 
construed to repeal or in any way affect any 
of the provisions of the  prohibi- 
tory law except as to the holders 
ot permits granted under the provisions 
of this act, and it is not to be construed as 
changjng in any way the present law in re- 
gard to permits granted to registered pharma- 
cists under the provisions of the pharmacy 
law. Permits are to be issued by the Dis. 
trict Court. and the same court has power to 
revoke such permits. The restrictions are 
much the same as those imposed in the Gatch 
bill, and in addition the City Councils are au- 
thorized to adopt any other regulations by 
ordinance. 


The House May Not Favor Local Option. 


The claim is being made that the House will 
not vote for any form of local option or li- 
cense, and the opponents of such a measure 
say that there are from fifty-two to fifty-six 
Republican members of that body who will 
not vote for such a measur@ 

There was a squabble in the House this 
morning over the resubmission resolution. In 
the committee the vote on reporting the reso- 
lution favorably was a tie, and the Chairman 
of the committee voted fora favorable re- 
port. When the report was made Root 
of Clinton said that the under- 
standing was that no action 
should be taken on the resolution 
at the last meeting, and upon that understand. 
ing he and others had remained away from 
the meeting. He moved that the resolution 
be recommitted. This provoked discussion, 
but the motion finally carried. 

Among the bills introduced were the follow- 
ing: By Chassell, to entitle citizens to the’ 
same rights in regard todisposing of property 
by will as are accorded to aliens; by Watters, 
providing that the Attorney-General shall be 
required to.enforce the prohibitory law when 
the local officers fail so to do. 

In the Senate the House bill prohibiting the 
sale of tobacco to minors under 16 years 
passed. Senator Andrews’ bill changing the 
law in regardto the expense of redeeming 
land sold for taxes was passed. Bordman’s 
bill making warehouse receipts apply to but- 
ter, cheese, eggs, dressed 5 a Hon was 
ordered engrossed. Senator Waterman in- 
troduced a bill relative to taxes assessed 
against merchantw on goodsand making them 
a lien as against purchasers in bulk.

ord. He said today: ‘I have all the reports 
and Idefy any one to prove that Gresham 
was ever in a battle.

Gen. Kneffler then turned to a letter 
from Gen. Sherinan to Gen. J. B. McPherson, 
as follows: “I regret very much the wound 
that will deprive us of the perv of Gen. 
Gresham.” * That letter,” said Kneffler, 
‘‘was written by Sherman July 21. He knew 
then that Gresham was in the hospital with 
his flesh wound and would not be ‘present at 
the battle of Atlanta.” 


FITHIAN’S NOMINATION IS CERTAIN 


He Carries the Cumberland County Pri- 
maries and Now Cannot Lose. 

Greenup, Ill., Feb. 17.—[Special.|—The 

primary elections for the selection of a choice 


of the Democratic candidate for Congressman 


from the Nineteenth District was beld in this 
(Cumberland) county today and was a hard- 
fought battle, resulting in a victory for 
Congressman George W. Fithian over Robert 
E. Hamill... This was a surprise to the most 
ardent Fithian supporters. Fithian carries 
the county by about 1,000 mae The con- 
test was a peculiar one. Until last Satur- 
day Mr. Fithian and Congressman-at-Large 
Hunter had been candidates for the county, 
but Mr. Hunter withdrew in favor of Hamill, 
a Marshall lawyer. For the last week the 
county has been thronged with Hamill work- 
ers froin Clark County. They had great 
expectations of carrying the county, but 
Fithian’s organization downed them at 
every point. He will go into convention 
to be held in Greenup, April 25, and be 
nominated on the first ballot. Cumberland 
County was the only county that Fithian 
needed to insure his aomination, hence all of 
the Hamill torces were placed here. A. N. 
Rosencranz secured the county’s instructions 
for the Legislature which is almost equivalent 
to the nomination. 


Colorado Appropriation Bill Passed.

| M’KINLEY TALKS AT HIS STATE S800I- 


ETY’S DINNER IN NEW YORK. 


He Praises the Records of the Transplant- 
ed .Sons, but Limits His Utterances to 
Historical Facts and Keeps Clear of All 
Political AllusionseHe Pays a Tribute 
to the Founders of His Commonwealth 
and Says “ It Is the Fashion to Boast of 
Ohio and of Ohio Men.” 

New York, Feb. 17.—[Special.}—New 
York’s Buckeye residents enjoyed a dinner 
and the society of Gov. McKinley at Del- 
monico’s tonight. It was the ninth annual 


dinner of the Ohio Society of New York. 


Other gatherings of this society have been 
successful, but the banquet tonight sur- 
passed all  ohers. There were 333 
members and guests present, Gov. 
McKinley was the guest of the evening, 
and was honored in every way possible. 
it had been expected that he would let loose 
on the tariff; those who longed for this kind 
of peroration were disappointed. He hada 
littie fun with ** his friends, the enemy,’’ by a 
gentle joke or two that he poked at the Dem. 
ocratic members, but this was all. He paid 
his respects to Senator Brice, a compliment 
to ex-Gov, Campbell, and when he closed all 
were in the same good humor as when he be. 
gan his speech. He spoke as follows: 

‘*Mr. President and gentlemen of the Ohivu 
Society of New York: I have received the 
impression through some of the prominent 
members of this society that there is no limit 
in expressions of boastful pride in the pres- 
ence of Ohio men and Ohio character. In- 
deed, I understand that eulogy is the chief 
object of this organization: I understand, 
too, those of us actually living in Ohio, who 
attend this meeting, are expected to spare 
notribute of praise to the Ohio men resident 
in the City of New York.

Some of them are on Wall street, 
or were, and still others are members, as I am 
informed, of the Tammany Society, and yet

No 
slave was ever born on her free soil, nor serf 
tolerated within her boundaries. She has 
presented the largest opportunity to individ- 
ual development. She put no weights upon 
her citizenship, no manacles upon either soul 
or body. 


Tribute to Ohio’s Founders. 


‘*The people who founded the State of 
Ohio were master builders. If Rufus Putnam 
was the father of Ohio, George Washington, 
Benjamiv Franklin, and Thomas Jefferson 
were his teachers through the long and severe 
schooling of the Revolution from 1775 to 
1785. The structure they erected was greatly 
to their credit, however much nature may 
have done to assist the pioneers in the labor 
of love they had undertaken. We are all 
proud of our State, proud of her place of 
honor in the sisterhood of States, proud of 
her fields and factories, proud of her wealth 
of resources, proud of her benevolent, chari- 
table, and educational institutions, and, above 
all, proud of our grand oid pioneers, their 
pluck, perseverance, and virtue, their moral 
and intellectual worth, and, whatever elise is 
said, I always feel like paying my respect and 
homage to them. 

‘‘ It was my privilege a short while ago to 
have described to me a rude but striking pict- 
ure drawn in pen and ink many years ago. 
The scene was at Marietta, the oldest settle- 
ment in the State, where the first laws were 
posted on the great beech trees of the forest 
under the personal supervision of Gov. St. 
Clair in the summer of 1788. Whatever art 
was lacking in this picture the faces were 
those of strong. earnest men, well-fitted to 
build a Commonwealth. There, in the im- 
penetrable forest, they were demonstrating 
that profound respect for law and order and 
Constitution to which they ever held, and 
which they transmitted to their descendants, 
and which those descendants have themselves

“That they considerel this first proclaim- 
ing and publishing of the law an important

BARGAINING FOR THEIR VOTES. 


Reichstag Parties Seeking Advantages in 
Return fer Support to the Treaty.

1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—The acceptance or 
rejection of the treaty with Russia is the 
burning question of the hour. Each of the 
separate factions that will have a part in 
its determination seeme to feel its own 
special importance, and eich one is 
seeking to secure it. return fgr its 
vote, which may possibly be the deciding 
one, some particular advantage for itself. The 
East desires the repeal of the laws making 
proof of origin compulsory, while the West 
and the South ask the removal of the tariff on 
staples. Chancellor von Caprivi’s yielding 
disposition relative to ‘these demands is not 
calculated to diminish the greediness of the 
Poles, who insist upon concessions relative to 
the use of their national tongue, or that of the 
Centrists—the most important consideration 
of all—who will no doubt break the prudent 
silence they are at present maintaining when 
the decisive moment arrives. 

Bismarck’s purposely ambiguous position 
refiects the general uncertainty. According 
to his conversation thistreaty places Germany 
in the position of a person who sits down be- 
tween two chairs. Its acceptance will be fol- 
lowed by a pertentous conflict between the two 
producing classes—the farmers and the man- 
ufacturers—while its rejection would, at the 
present stage of affairs, also be awkward. 
After the Kaiser's. return visit Bismarck will 
presumably speak more plainly, though, per- 
heaps, not more favorably to the treaty. The 
States of the German confederacy are calcu- 
lating upon the acceptance of the treaty en 
bloc; amendment of the details would be in- 
admissable and would be equivalent to a 
practical rejection. 

Owing to the extremely short term allowed 
by the treaty for the exchange of ratifications 
the Reichstag is given little time to waste in 
dawdling, and it is a matter of eating or per- 
ishing. The question of the accounts balanc- 
ing depends entirely upon the host—in this 
case, the party of the Center.

Progress in the Departments of the Train- 
ing Schools=The Profits Made. 

The fact that it is a little late in making its 
appearance will nor detract from the interest 
manifested in the Superintendent's report of 
the work and progress of the Chicago Waifs’ 
Mission and Training School. 

‘¢ The school, particularly the night school,”’ 
says the report, ‘* has been better appreciated 
than ever before, and the practical results of 
our labors for the year in this direction are a 
surprise even to the teachers themselves. 
Uurs is the only school for the children of the 
class we seek to reach in the down-town dis- 
trict, and its success is one of the most grati- 
fying features in our entire work. 

* The Express Department, which started a 
year ayo with one $5 horse, has also done 
well in affording employment to the boys. 
Thousands of doilars’ worth of goods have 
been handled, with but few and insignificant 
losses, The equipment now consists of ten 
wagons—four double and six single teams, and 
the usefulness of this department is rapidly 
extending. The messenger service has not 
only served as a source of revenue, but also 
proves an invaluable means of beginning the 
training of a boy to work. At the close of 
the year the messenger service had been in ex- 
istence about fourteen months, and a succinct 
statement of their business in that time is as 
follows: Gross earnings, $2,306; board and 
uniforms, $1.143; net earnings, $1,162. 
These net earnings of the messenger service 
belong to the boys themselves, not to waste 
or spend, however; it is deposited in tne 
First. National Bank to the credit of their as- 
sociation arid is to be invested for them. each 
member of the association in good standing 
to receive, when the officers of the home de- 
cide that he is-ready to start out into the 
world for himself, a certificate for each $10 
deposited.” |

Miners Must Accept Wages Paid by Com- 
petitors or Go Without Employment Is 
the Ultimatam# Meeting of the Work- 
men Held and a General Convention 
Called to Settle the Trouble=Statements 
of Both Sides=Striking Potters at East 
Liverpool, 0., Receive Aid. 


Masstnion, ©., Feb. 17.—{Special.]—At 
noon today every mine in the Massillon Dis- 
trict shut down to remain closed, so the 
operators have formally declared, until the 
3,000 miners devendent upon them for em- 
ployment concede the terms demanded. The 
trouble was precipitated one week ago, when, 
without warning, the operators issued an 
ultimatum naming Feb. 19 as the last date 
upon which they would pay prevailing prices, 
and that thereafter the men must accept 
Jackson County wages or none atall, The 
operators supported their demand by 
alleging that Massillon coal was 
plited against the product of Jackson 
County in the wholesale markets, and 
while the latter readily commanded 25 cents 
more per ton, it was produced at a cost of 
from 15 to 80 cents per ton less. The reason 
for this grows out of thé fact that the sup- 
posed difficuities which beset the Massillon 
miners have enabled themi to impose a ditfer- 
ential against this distriet of 15 cents per 
ton, to which are also added certain extras 
paid under what is called the * deficiency 
scale.’ Within the last two‘ weeks 
the standard rate for mining in Ohio 
has been reduced from 70 to 50 
cents,-so that prior to this reduction the 
Massillon rate was 85 cents, tbis rate being 
proinised upon four feet of coal, in the ab- 
sence of which, under the deficiency scale, 
the rate is frequently: advanced to 90 cents 
and $1. This grievance of the operators has 
been of long standing.’ At the last annual 
joint meeting an adjustment was promised, 
The effort to secure 
this adjustment failed in ‘its incipiency, and 
in yiew of the demoralized condition of the 
trade and the impossibility of obtaining or- 
ders on the present basis the operators pre- 
pared and issued their ultimatum. Jackson 
coal is the strongest competitor the Massillon 
product has, and has gradually usurped its 
markets. 

Operators Give Statistics. 

To sustain their position the operators re- 
cently sent a committee into the different 
mining districts and secured data the accur- 
acy of which has not been questioned. From 
the figures thus obtained it appears that in 
addition to the 15 .cents differential against 
the Massillon district the Massillon operators 

ay the following charges: For each three 


nches of coal below four feet, 4 cents per: 


ton, in addition to the fixed 85 cents; for 

each six inches of slate, 5 cents; for hand- 

ling water. 5 cents. In no respect, according 

to these figures, do the Massillon operators 

less than those of Jackson Coun- 

For most classes of labor 

pay 25 cents per day 

In addition to all this they 

pay royalties averaging 12 cents per ton, 

wh le in Jackson County they average consid- 

era»iy less. From these facts it has followéd 
that the operators are now acting as a unit. 

The miners contend that without regard to 
markets it is worth more to mine Massillon 
than Jackson coal and that if the reduction 
takes place and ‘he amount of labor is not 
greater than they bave had for the last three 
months the average miner’s net earning will 
be insufficient to support existence. They 
also claim that they are charged $2.50 per 
ean for powder and that they can buy it for 
$1.20; Oil they say they are compelled to pay 
¥0 cents a gallon for and that they can buy 
it for 40 cents. (cher similar complaints are 
made, all to show thatthe operators are secur- 
ing unreasonable returns on ail classes of 
supplies, which offset the high rate of min- 
ing. 

. J. C. Allbright’s Statement. 

In discussing the situation J. C. Allbright of 
the Howells Mining company said: 

‘* We have more coal in sight in this district 
than we have had for twenty years, and we 
are selling less from year to year because we 
are being undersold, Jackson coal is good 
enough to command 25 cents a ton more 
in wholesale markets than ours, yet 
eosts from. 15 to 30 -cents a_i ton 
less. |The consequence is that owing to the 
shortsighted policy of the miners we have 
lost our established trade at Sandusky, 
Toledo, Detroit, and in Upper Michigan. All 
we have left 1s Cleveland and a little here at 
home. Worst. of all, we do not command the 
inarket of Massilion.' Take Reed & Co., 
the glass manufacturers, for instance, whose 
works are under |'the shadow of the smoke 
from our mines, and today they are burning 
Pittsburg coal, hauled a distance of 150 
miles and laid down here for 20 cents a ton 
less than we can afford to take. Now, you 
see, when that is the case something is surely 
wrong.”’ 

Said another operator this evening: ‘ it 
seerns hard to cut the price of mining in two, 
for that is what it amounts to, but it is certain- 
ly better for the men to get a lower rate and 
steady work than a high rate and no work. It 
isn’t a question of maxims but of markets. 
There was a time when Massillon coal had no 
competitor, and we got fancy prices. Now it 
is different.- There are railroads touching 
every patch of coul territory in the State. It 
is charged that we ‘have taken rad- 
ical steps at this time to break 
up the miners’ organization, That's all bosh. 
We don’t object to paying high prices. We 
would rather doit. Ail we ask of the organ. 
ization is to makvw a price that is fair all 
around, put us all on the same level, and we 
can take care of ourselves. But we've got to 
have a fighting chance to sell our coal after it 
is mined and it stands to reason that when 
they are paying fifty cents a ton for mining 
eoal in Pennsylvania we cannot pay $1 and 
do business.”’ 

Miners Hold a Convention. 


This afternoon a district convention was 
held at Canal Fulton, a min ng village north 
of here. John McBride, President of the 
United Mineworkers, was present, and the 
delegates numbered thirteen, some represent- 
ing two and three mines and a few of the 
inines being unrepresented. The meeting 
was secret, and when an adjournment was 
taken the following resolution was given out 
as the result of the session: 

WHEREAS, The Ohio Minérs’ State convention 
decided to accept a reduction of 20 cents per tun 
in mining rates and a corresponding reduction in 
the price of day labor and narrow work, etc., and, 

WHEREAS, We believe that said reduction was 
sufficient to meet prices of coal produced in all 
competing flelds.and that the extraordinary de- 
mands made upon the Tuscarawas Valley miners 
by their employers is neither warranted by the 
conditions of the coal trade nor the price of min- 
ing in competitive fields, 

Resolved, That we call a joint convention of 
miners and operators of the Tuscarawas Valley 
to adjust if possible the difference between us. 

Resolved, That said convention be held in the 
City of Massillon at 10 a. m., Friday, Feb. 23. 

From the foregoing resolution it will be 
seen that the miners evince a disposition to 
make concessions. The on have pri- 
vately declared that they will not compromise, 
and insist’ that the miners by yielding will 
double their own earning capacity by obtain. 
ing steadier work. Tonight, therefore, it is 
an even thing whether the difficulty is ad- 
justed or a protracted lockout instituted,

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Judges in Chambers Decline to Review 
Dundy’s Decision=Copy Made Publie, 
Omana, Neb., Feb. 17.—[Speciai.]—In re- 

sponse to a request for an interpretation of 
the action taken in chambers in St, Louis in 
reference to the Union Pacificemployés’ wage 
schedule Judge Henry C. Caldwell telegraphed 
the editor of the Worlds«Herald today as fol- 
lows: | 

‘‘'Phe Circuit Judges declined to review, at 
their chambers. out of the district, Judge 
Duridy’s order relating to the employés’ wages 
on the Union Pacific, When the receivers 
procure the vacation of that order, then, and 
not before, the order of the Cireuit Judges re- 
lating to the subject will become effective and 
be entered of record, and it will be so plain as 
nut to need interpretation. The proposed or- 
der was mailed to Gen. Thutston last night. 
He will give you a copy of it,” 

The court’s order furnished on the above 
authority provides, among other things, the 
following: | | 

‘‘First—The petition of the receivers for 
leave to set aside and annul the scale of wages 
of the employés on said road in force when 
they were appointed and te adopt a new scale 
reducing the wages of the employés is set for 
hearing before the Circuit Judges at Omaha, 
Neb., March 26, 1894. 

‘*Second—The receivers shall cause a copy 
of this order to be served on the proper repre- 
sentatives of the employés on said road at 
least twenty days before the day fixed for the 
hearing of the petition. 

‘* Third—The receivers shall grant to such 
of the representatives of the employés as are 
in the service of the receivers leave of absence 
to attend the hearing on said petition and fur- 
nish thern transportation to the place of hear. 
ing and return. 

‘*Fourth—On the day appointed for the 
hearing (and at an earlier date if practicable) 
the receivers or some person OF persotis desig. 
nated by them fur that purpose, shall enter 
into conference with the representatives of 
the employés or such person oF persons as 
they may designate for that purpoge, and the 
parties shall confer together from day to day 
until they shali agree upon a@ scale of wages 
to be submitted for the approval of the court, 

‘‘ Fifth—Should the receivers and represent- 
atives of the employés be unatle to agree 
upon a seale the point or points of difference 
shall be referred to the Circuit Judges holding 
the court, and after hearing the parties and 
their witnesses and counsel the Circuit Judges 
will make such order in the premises as seems 
to them right and just. 

‘* Sixth—The receivers and the representa- 
tives of the employés may meet to confer 
about and agree upon new schedules of wages 
at an earlier day than that set for the hearing 
under this order, and the Judges recommend » 
that course to the end that the entire matter 
may be ready for the action of the court 
March 26, 1894.’’ 

It is believed that the employés and receiv- 
ers will meet before the time set in the order. 


WOMEN STRIKERS IN A PARADE, 


Mill Operatives at Lawrence, Mass., Make 
a Public Demonasatfation.

work. The mines are idle and the Lingo com- 


pany has lost a contract with the Burlington 
road for eight cars of coal per day. 


Overproduction Canses a Shut-Down. 

BuRLINGTON, N, J., Feb. 17.—The large tank 
furnace of the Cohansey Window Light company 
went out of blast this morning, throwing be- 
tween 400 and 500 workmen out of employment. 
The firm found it necessary to put out the fires, 
having enough stock on hand to fill all orders 
until July. 


Mansfield Valley Rioters Convicted. 

PirTsBuRG, Pa., Feb. 17.—The jury in the case 
of the Mansfield Valley rioters returned a verdict 
this morning. Twenty-one of the fifty-eight pris- 
oners were acquitted, thirty-two were found 
guilty, two had entered pleas of guilty, and three 
were acquitted by order of the court. The con- 
victed men will be sentenced next Thursday.

He 
told Waiter H, Wilson, owner of the building, 
that he was adealer in patented novelties 
and had extensive relations with railroad com. 
panies, ‘The boy Arado was employed in that 
office. Under the name of Henderson Har. 
per had an office in a building on Van Buren 
street. It was said that he had besides these 
two other offices. 

It was also alleged that he had altogether 
four different bank accounts, but the banks 


interested in his capture professed to know 
nothing of this. -

National said that his bank would ie 
loss. Harper's account in the American Trust 
and Savings Bank had been garnished and 
the money there was set aside. The raised 
paper, he said, was as clever a piece of work 
as he had seen. Harper's accomplice bought 
the draft for $33, which was subsequently 
raised to $3,300, at the Hirst National Bank 
of St. Paul, He gave his name as George 
Collins. Nothing was known of him there.

The conference lasted an hour and a half, 
when it was announced that the committees 
had arrived at a satisfactory agreement. 
Col. Thompson was the first man to leave the 
room, but he had nothing to say. Shortly 
afterwards Mr. Sturgis went away, and he 
was equally reticent. A few minutes later 
Messrs. Lawrence, Hunter, and Keene 
emerged from the sanctum, their faces 
wreathed in smiles, and they were evidently 
on the best of terms. 

They were impervious to the many ques- 
tions asked them by the newspaper men who 
were in waiting, and the only answer they 
gave was: 

**We have come to a satisfactory agree- 
ment.” 

‘Who weakened, or did any one weaken?”’

WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS OHOOSE TO 
_ MEET IN THE SOUTH NEXT YEAR. 


Sharp Fight Between Adherents of the 
Four Cities That Present Invitations= 
Mrs. Dietrick Presents a Report of the 
Press Committee in Which the Work 
in Colorado and Kansas Is Outlined= 
How to Bring Newspapers Into Line= 
Another Hearing for Miss Anthony. 


Wasurneron, D. C., Feb. 17.—After a live- 
ly struggle today in the Woman Suffrage con- 
vention Atlanta, Ga.. was chosen as the place 
for the next annual meeting. There was a 
general feeling among the delegates that the 
next meeting; should be held in some other 
city than Washington. So many of the con- 
ventions had been held here that it was be- 
lieved more good would be accomplished by 
a gathering in some one of the cities in which 
the woman suffrage quéstion was paramount, 
moral effect, it was hoped, would 
be beneficial. Invitations were  ex- 
tended to the convention to meet 
in Washington, Cincinnati, Atlanta, 
and Detroit. Fifteen minutes were allowed 
to the adherents of each city to present their 
views. Washington founda friend in Mrs. 
Blake, who held that the capital was the 
proper place to hold the.convention because 
the law-making power was here. Miss Susan 
B. Anthony seconded Mrs. Blake and said 
that more had been accomplished by holding 
the conventions here during the last twenty- 
six years4han would have been accomplished 
had they been held elsewhere. After a round 
of speechmaking Atlanta was chosen. 

The Press committee, through Mrs. Ellen 
Battelle Dietrick of Boston, Mass., made its 
annual report. In the report was contained a 
review of the press work done in each State 
auxiliary to the general associanon. It dealt 
particularly with the work in Kansas and 
Colorado, where the organization for that 
kind of work is more thorough than in any 
other State. The report said that after the 
press headquarters in Wenver, Colo., were 
opened the State exchanges were brought in 
each day and studied carefully, and when the 
editorial comment on the question of woman’s 
suffrage was indifferent personal appeals were 
made to the editors or literature sent. In 
some cases this work produced a favorable 
change ia sentiment. In case of active hos- 
tility leagues or friends were appealed to to 
distribute literature or in other ways to coun- 
teract the evil effects of hostile editorials. 

As to Kansas, the report said some idea as 
to the value of havinga central distributimg 
bureau for suffrage literature could 
gathered from the fact that there are now 
300 newspapers in that State advocating the 
woiman’s suffrage amendment to the Consti- 
tution. Prominent Democratic newspapers 
have come out strongiy in the advocacy of 
woinan suffrage. 

Good work, continued the report, is now 
being done by the State press superintend- 
ents in Rhode Island, Connecticut, Illinois, 
and lowa. 

The subject of assistance in the work of the 
association on the part of the newspapers of 
the country came up incidentally as a ques- 
tion of discussion, and in this connection a 
letter was read from D.R. Anthony of the 
Leavenworth (Kas.) Times offering to publish 
items of interest to the cause. <A letter was 
also read from Gov. Waite of Colorado on 
the subject of woman suffrage in that State. 

The delegates had their photographs taken 
in a group this morning. 

At the afternoon session Miss Catherine H. 
Spence of Australia delivered an address 
which had for its basis improvement and 
reform in political affairs. 
been for some time in the United States, 
where she said she loved everything except 
politics. She conducted an election in the au- 
dience, illustrating the reform proposed by 
the National Representation League, of which 
William D. Foulke is President. 

At the evening session Miriam Howard Da- 
bose spoke on **Some Georgia Curiosities,’’ 
and Harriet A. Shinn of Illincis; President of 
the National Association of Women Stenog- 
raphers, talked @n ‘‘ Woman Suffrage from

A Remarkable Ending of the Lives of Two 
Suspected Murderers. ‘ 

Birmingham (Ala.) létter in the St. Louis 
Republic: The tragic death of Ben Moore, 
who was shot while resisting arrest at Perry, 
Ok., on Christmas day, and the untimely death 
of his brother Tom, who, on the same day 
and almost at the same hour, was run over and 
killed by a train near Tunnell Hill, Ga., on 
which he was a brhkeman, is a singular coin- 
cidence which recalls a dark and bloody crime 
committed in Cherokee County, Ala:., four- 
teen years ago, and which, although charged 
to the Moore boys and practically agknowl- 
edged by one of them, has since gone un- 
avenged until the hand of fate seems to have 
stricken down the men who have always been 
looked upon as murderers. 

In December, 1879, Mrs, William Tunk- 
slary, u wealthy old widow, who lived alone 
near Crouche’s Mill, Cherokee County, was 
murdered one night. ‘The story goes that she 
was called upon by two men, who bound her 
hand and foot and by threats to burn her 
alive tried to force her to reveal the hiding 
place of her money—$15,000. She refused, 
and then the fiends proceeded to execute their 
terrible threat. The old woman was placed 
on a red-hot stove.. Just before life was ex- 
tinct and as the cruel flames were enveloping 
her she revealed the whereabouts of the 
money. Tocover up their awful crime the 
murderers then applied the torch to the house 
and burned it and the charred remains of the 
old woman, ' 

The crime was charged up to the Moore 
brothers, who were nephews of the murdered 
woman. The evidence against them was 
strong. Both were arrested and placed in jail 
at Center, Ala. Excitement ran high, and 


goon after the arrest of the two men an in- 


furiated mob gathered and howled for the 
blood of the suspected murderers, At mid- 
The doors 
were battered down and the cells searched, 
but the prisoners were not there. The Sheriff 
had heard that the mob was coming, and, 
quietly taking the prisoners from their cells, 
hustled them out of town. On his way out 
he saw the mob coming down the road. He 
hurried his prisoners into an old church near 
by, and then concealed them until the mob had 
passed. Asthe determined avengers passed 
the house of God, which the brave officer had 
transformed into a house of refuge, Tom 
Moore, one of the alleged murderers, turned 
to his brother, and said: ‘*Ben, you are to 
blame for this. If it had not been for you I 
would not have gone into this terrible busi- 
ness. 

The officer saved the men and carried them 
to Gadsden, thirty miles away. A short time 
afterward troops were sent from Birmingham 
to Gadsden to guard the jail, and none too 
soon, either. fo¥ that night a mob from Chero- 
kee County appeared on the opposite banks 
of the Coosa River from Gadsden, but the 
river was high and the ferryman refused to 
row them over, and on the appearance of the 
military the mob dispersed. 

Once again the prisoners were removed to 
Fort Payne, where, some months afterward, 
they secured a trial on a change of venue. 
Although the Moore brothers were regarded 
as poor men before the murder, when the time 
came for trial they had a large sum of money 
and employed able lawyers. 

After a long trial they were acquitted. Soon 
afterwari Tom Moore returned to his home 
near Spring Garden, but the first night he was 
there a posse of citizens called on him and 
opened fire on his house. Moore ran for his 
life through the darkness and never returned 


to Cherokee County. : 


Ben Moore went West, never returning to 
his old home. 
mas night, 1880. Fourteen years later both 
the suspected murderers met the tragic fates 
already recorded. The murder was one of 
the most famous in Alabama criminal rec- 
ords. and there is not a man in Cherokee 
County today but who believes that the Moore 
brothers were guilty.

At theage of 
21 I myself went to Madeira to die of phthisis. 
But I did not die, and on ceming back I had 
the good luck to get into this great hospital, 
and in those days they were not very pleased 
to have the Scotchmen coming to London to 
occupy such appointments.

TRIAL OF THE SUIT AGAINST BREOK- 
INRIDGE FIXED FOR MAROH 8. 


The Congressman’s Lawyers Seek a Post- 
Ponement at Washington, D.. C., in 
Order to Finish Up Taking Depositions 
“Miss Pollard, Who Asks $50,000 Dam- 
ages for Alleged Breach of Promise, Is 
Ready for the TrialeTestimony of Wit- 
nesses for the Defense Taken. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Feb. 17.—[Special.]— 


Judge Bradley has fixed March 8 for the trial 7 
of the case of Miss Madeline V. -Pollard 


against Representutive 
Kentucky, in which Miss Pollard sues 
the Congressman for $50,000 damages, 
alleging breach of promise of marriage. 
When Judge Bradley ascended the bench 
most of the prominent members of the bar 
were present. The defendant was also on 
hand, sitting beside Phil B. Thompson and W. 
A. McKenny of his counsel, while opposite

sat Calderon Carlisle and Jere M. Wilson, rep- 


resenting Miss Pollard. 

The case came up today in the form of 
hearing arguments on the question of post- 
ponement of the trial, The court room was 
crowded, many friends of the distinguished 
defendant being among the on-lookers, Mr. 
McKenny took the place of Enoch Totten of 
this city, who is ill in Florida. He stated 
that he did not want a postponement, but 
merely asked: for a continuance of the case 
until March 21 because of the illness of Mr. 


Totten and the necessity of. taking deposi- 
tions, 

Mr. Carlisle followed-and said: ‘Since the 
case was filed last August no step has been 
taken in or out of the court by the defendant 
looking to a speedy trial of the case. The 
extraordinary nature of the case demands 
that the defendant be ready for triai. Col. 
Totten is not the only counsel and the case 
can certainly be proceeded with in his ab- 
sence. Notices have been given of a great fium- 
ber of depositions on the part of the defendant 
taken in Cincinnati, Hot Springs, Virginia, 
Danville, Lexington, and rankfort, Ky., 
and other places. It was early disclosed that 
a policy of delay and obstruction was to be 
carried out, and this has been dene. The 
plaintiff is ready to go to trial and she is met 
with the proposition to postpone the trial for 
more than a month. We ask the court to ex- 
ercise itsdiscretion and not submit the plaint- 
iff to an unreasonable and unwarranted 
delay.”’ | 

Judge Wilson also spoke for the plaintiff. 
He argued that postponement, owing »to the 
absence of Mr. Lotten, wasynot warranted. 
and that the plaintiff’s counsel could not as- 
sent to the motion unless aftidavits were filed 
showing the testimony to be taken in the pro- 
posed depositions was material. 

Col. Thompson. asked that the case be for- 
warded toacertain day in the term instead 
of being continued. He’argued that in- 
stead of seeking a postponement he was 
trying to feree a- trial ‘We'll see 
when we get through,” he © concluded, 
‘‘whether the plaintiff is entitled to the re- 
spect of the court or is here for a vindictive 
purpose.’’ Mr. Breckinridge’s counsel stated 
that March 13 would be a satisfactory date 
for the trial, while Counsel Carlisle urged 
that Feb. 27 be settled upon. After a long 
discussion Judge Bradley, after referring to 
the fact that Mr. Lotten was. not the only 
counsel, settled the matter by fixing Thurs- 
day, March 8, as the date. 

Laxinerds, Ky,, Feb. 1'7.—[Special.]—The 
taking of the depositions in the Pollard- 
Breckinridge case will be resumed Monday 
in Danville, where Dr. J. L. Lewis will testi- 
fy in behalf of the defendant. From there 
Col. Breckinridge’s counsel will go to Frank- 
fort, where some witnesses will testify, includ- 
ing Alex. Julian, who is said to have been 
mixed up in a mock marriage with the 
plaintiff. 

Mrs. Ketcham was the first witness here to- 
day. She said Miss Pollard had entered her 
house as a boarder in the fall of 1884 during 
her absence from home; that when she re- 
turned in October, 1884, Miss Pollard was 
there; that she remained in the house until 
the last of January or early in February, 
1885. She left and returned again ti the 
spring of 1886. 

The second witness was Maj. McClellan, 
rincipal of Sayre Institute, where Miss Pol- 
ard attended school in the fall of 1884 and 
up to February, 1885, During this time she 
was frequently absent. During her stay there 
nothing transpired that he knows of that indi- 
cated that Miss Pollard was other than 
a good girl. If she had any acquaintance 
with Col, Breckinridge he knew nothing of it. 
He said he had no knowledge or intormation 
concerning her relations with James C, 
Rades until about the time of her leaving his 
school in the springtime of 1886. He said 
Miss Pollard was a constant associate of the 
school girls, was with them continuously 
while she was at school, but he knew nothing 
ofany outside friends. - He said she was a 
bright, smart, energetic, enthusiastic pupil.

Great Storm in Europe. rare 


The savage storms which broke over Europe 
inthe beginning of the week smushed tele- 
graphic communication right and _ left, and 
seems to have hammered all the instincts of 
action out of the continental people. They 
might as well: beall living in uneventful 
Sweden, so far as news goes. Luther’s famous 
old church at Wittenberg, which the Emperor 
had restored and reconsecrated in 1892, has 
been wrecked again by the hurricane as ruth- 
lessly as if it had been a mere Kansas saw- 
mill.

Revival in Business. 

Confidence in a business revival in Great 
Britain is becoming daily more marked and 
grounds for it are growing more obvious. The 
great industrial brauches of iron and steel, 
engineering and shipbuilding all show in- 
creased activity over January of last year, 
and the number of unemployed in the skilled 
trades is quite noticeably less. Railway re- 
ceipts are also steadily rising and stock ex- 
change people are behaving as if it were 
quite certain that the long dark corner has at 
last been turnedg Alsopp’s ordinary stock, 
for example, which stood at 153 seven years 
ago and tumbled to 1244 in 1892, was quoted 
at 5334 in the first week of the present year. 
Today it has reached 95. This is regarded as 
a typical stock on the exchange and the fluc- 
tuations illustrate fairly what the whole mar- 
ket has been like. On 
hand, both wine and spirits and the 
tobacco trades report no signs of improve- 
ment, and the collection of the income tax is 
the slowest for years. One feature of the to- 
bacco market is the great falling off in impor- 
tations of Havana cigars, due to the enormous 
increase of cigarette-smoking. Curiously 
enough wine dealers ascribe to the same cause 
a marked diminution in the consumption of 
higher class after-dinner wines. Cigarettes, 
it seems, kill cigars and claret alike.

They Support an Amendment That Would 
Foree Parish Councils Into Barrooms= 
Repudiation by Conservatives of Salis- 
bury’s Leadership—Call for Gladstone 
to Resign or Force the Fight on the 
Lords=Apathy of Erie Bondholders to 
the Fate of the Property.

Loyxpon, Feb. 17.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—Three momentous events have 
marked English politics the last week. At 
least they so seem to the American observer. 
The action of the Bishops in the House of 
Lords in vigorously supporting an. amend. 
ment which would practically force parish 
councils to meet in the village taproom must 
go far in the aid of the rapidly growing move- 
ment for the disestablishment of the church. 

The second notable event is the practical 
repudiation of Lcrd Salisbury’s leadership by 
his own party in the House of Commons. His 
uncompromising amendments to the parish 
councils bill have one by one been rejected 
with hardly an influential voice raised in their 
favor by either a Tory or a Unionist member. 


It is difficult to believe that his prestige can . 


survive such a blow. 

The third, and perhaps the most important 
event of all, is the editorial in this mornmg’s 
Chronicle practically calling upon Mr. Glad- 
stone to resign the leadership unless he will 
at cnce and effectively commit the Liberal 
party to the movement for “ending” the 
House of Lords, which the Chronicle holds to 
be the question now transcending all other is- 
sues in the necessity for immediate settle- 
ment.

ACCIDENT TO THE STEAMER PARIS. 


Capt. Randle Explains What Happened= 
Steering with Twin Screws a Success. 
QurxEnstown, Feb. 17.—[(Copyright, 1894, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New Fork 
World. |—Capt. Randie of the American liner 
Paris today said: ‘* We left Southampton at 
2 p. m. Saturday. Immediately after sailing 
we had strong head winds, which developed 
into a terrific gale Sunday. However, the 
vessel made excellent headway and had every 
prospect of making a record passage. Mon- 
day the weather considerably moderated and 
hopes were entertained that fine weather 
would succeed the gale. Everything went 
well until 9:15 o’clock Monday night, when 


the accident to the rudder occurred which 


subsequently caused the liner to abandon its 
Western voyage. The spindle in the head of 
the rudder had given way and the rudder, in 
consequence, could not be worked. All ef- 
forts to remedy the defect proved futile and 
further use of it had to be abandoned. 

‘When the accident happened several pas- 
sengers had retired to their staterooms for 
the night. Others were lounging about the 
saloons, quite unconscious that any mishap 
had occurred. However, in a short time all 
on board became aware of what had hap- 
penéd, but they did not show uneasiness. For 
nearly nine hours after the mishap we contin- 
ued on our western course, steering by means 
of the twin screws. This was quite an experi, 
ment and proved most successful, the Paris 
being able to steam ten knots an hour. But 
for the high head seas and the boisterous state 
of the weather we wou'd have continued our

The other two sensations seem mild in com- 
parison with Henry’s, but Paris throbbed 
with excitement over M. Pailleron’s new 
play, ** Les Cabotins,’’ which was not a suc- 
cess, and over M. Brunetiere’s reception at the 
Academy, which, perhaps, was. M. Brune- 
tiere is a critic, an accomplished man of let- 
ters, and editor of the Revue des Deux Mondes 
in succession to young M. Buloz. He is be- 
sides an extremely peremptory person, and 
his present mission, as exemplified in his re- 
ception speech at the Academy, is to decry 
journalism and to dtaw aa broad a line as he 
can between journalism hnd literature. His 
knowledge of journalismfis probably confined 
to that of Paris, which igfcludes some of the 
best and some of the worst in the world. Yet 
French journalism has literature, as M. Bru- 
netiere admits. His real point is that it will 
not continue to have it, which is prophecy.

PLANS FOR ANEW APARTMENT BUILDING 


Seven-Story Structure to Be Erected at La 
Salle Avenue and Division Street. 

A seven-story store and apartment building, 
to Gost $110,000, is to be erected at the 
southwest corner of Division street and La 
Salle avenue. The frame building now lo- 
cated on this site is being removed and work 
on the new structure is to be commenced next 
month, The building will have a frontage of 
forty-five feet on La Salle avenue ‘and 102 
feet on Division street. In. design the build- 
ing will be highly artistic, and the upper floors 
and roof line will be ornamented with a suc- 
cession of turrets.

WHIPS ON THE DESKS. 


EVIDENUE FOR THE REIOHSTAG OF 
ORUELTY IN THE COLONIES. 


Herr Bebel Attacks the German Colonial 
Policy and Draws a Lengthy Reply 
from Caprivie£mperor William Praises 
the Heroiem of the Men Killed by the 
Explosion on the Brandenburg=Ofiicial 
Report of the Accident=Hambargers 
Delighted with the Kaiser’s Coming.

Beri, Feb. 17.—The Reichstag was en- 
gaged yesterday and today in the discussion 
of colonial affairs. The members approved 
the addition of 8,600 marks to the salary of 
Dr. Kayser, who henceforth will be entitled 
Director of the Colonial Department. 

Prince Arenberg, reporter of the Budget 
committee, declared the committee had ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the central ad- 
ministration was responsible for the. recent 
African troubles, and that it must in future 
exercise greater judgment in its choice of 
officials for Africa. 

Herr Bebel yesterday made a savage and 
sarcastic attack upon the administration of 
East Africa, and denounced the pretended 
civilizmg mission of the colonial enthusiasts. 
Chancellor von Caprivi, replying for the gov- 
ernment. appealed to the House not to make 
the already hard task of the government still 
harder, assuring the members that the ‘gov- 
ernment would do its best to remedy the 
abuses. 

Upon resuming the debate today the mem- 
bers of the Reichstag were astonished to find 
upon the table of the House specimens of 
whips made out of rhinocerous hide and other 
implements of castigation which, according 
to Herr Bebel, were used by the German offi- 
cials in East Africa to lash the unfortunate 
Dahomans. 

Inquiry Is Demanded. 

Herr Richter demanded a searching parlia- 
mentary inquiry into the Cameroons scandals 
in particular and into the German colonial 
system in general, which’ he complained was 
purely military and ignored the economic in- 
terest. Continuing, Herr Richter urged that 
Germany should abandon its possessions io 
Southern East Africa and be content with re- 
taining its Northern possessions, which, in 
his opinion, were ample enough for all rea- 
sonable colonial report. 

Chancellor von Caprivi, replying to Herr 
Richter and other speakers who had addressed 
the House on the colonial question, said: ‘I 
have that amount of colonial enthusiasm 
which the duties of my office impose upon me. 
The present ‘policy of the retention of the 
colonies necessitates a certain amount of 
militarism. Colonial enterprise would not 
succeed without bureaucracy, the lack of 
which, in Baron Weissman’s administration, 
may still entail some years of trouble. Under 
that régime money was spent recklessly and 
the consequences will still give the account 
committee plenty of work.” | 

The Chancellor fully admitted that the in- 
fusion of the trading element was highly de- 
sirable; but, he added, unfortunately mer- 
chants of attainments and means were seldom 
inclined to go to the colonies. The prosperity 
of the colonies, according to Chancellor von 
Caprivi, was not attainable by any cut and dried 
paper scheme. Each colony required special 
treatment, said the Chancellor, who praised 
the colonizing work of Baron Scheele and 

aj. Francois, and paid tribute to the unceas- 
ing fairness of the conduct of the English to-

Caprivi’s Tariff Policy Denounced, 

A great convention of the Farmers’ League, 
represented by 5,000 delegates, met tonight 
in Berlin. The leaders denounced Chancellor 
von Caprivi’s tariff policy in the strongest 
terms. There|was no Conservative member 
of the Reichstag among the speakers, and the 
absence of the delegates from Eastern Prussia 
was also remarked. 


William Sends a Wreath, 

The Emperor is sending a large wreath 
which will be displayed at the funeral of the 
victims of the Brandenburg disaster. The war- 
ship Brandenburg, which. was seriously in- 
jured by the explosion of its steam pipe 
while on a trial trip under forced draft yes- 
terday, an accident which resulted in the 
death of over forty men, has ' been towed into 
the harbor, and this morning the chief cngi- 
beer, who has been missing since the explo- 
sion, was found dead, and, in addition, three 
more of the injured artificers have succumbed 
to their injuries. Of the wounded one man 
is severely injured and five others are suffer- 
ing from slight injuries. 

The Reichsanzeiger publishes the official 
account of the explosion on board the war- 
ship. This account says the warship was out- 
side the harbor and all its twelve boilers were 
being used. The engine indication was that 
1,000 horse-power was being used; therefore 
it is claimed that was no forced draught, as 
under forced draughts over 10,000 horse. power 
would have been developed. Continuing the 
Reichsanzeiger asserts that the accident 
happened through the breaking away of the 
fastening apparatus for turning off 
the steam of the starboard engine and 
the steam from all the boilers thus found 
free ingress into the engine-room, which was 
fille€ with people. The steam spread in- 
stantaneously throughout the room, scaiding 
every occupant, and penetrated through the 
door leading to the port engine-room and 
thence through the stairways into the upper 
rooms where the eiectrical machinery, distill- 
ing apparatus, and stores were situated, con- 
tinuing the worfk of destruction. Almost 
every person busily at work in these rooms 
must have met with instant death, as the 
steam was pouring from the boilers at a tem- 
perature of 180 Reamur and it is not likely 
that it lost much heat in passage. Nothing 
is yet known of the cause. of 
the breakage of the 
for turning off the steam in the 
starboard engine, and in order thoroughly to 
investigate the matter the Admiralty Depart- 
ment has dispatched its chief constructor to 
Kiel with instructions to ascertain the cause 
of the disaster. |The Reichsanzeiger con- 
tinues: : 

**Such accidents happen in every navy as 
every one knows who foilows the published 
intelligence on such subjects. Since such 
high steam pressure, in this case 12 atmos- 
pheres, is used nowadays there is always a 
certain amount of danger for the engines, es- 
pecially on the trial trip, when it is neces. 
sary to ascertain whether the machinery 
and the boilers meet the requirements, 
It cannot always be seen from the outside 
whether the internal parts of the machinery 
possess sufficient strength.

DR. LAKE FEIGNS SMALLPOX TO ESCAPE. 


He Does Not Want to Ge to Boston, but 
His Trick Is Discovered, 

By feigning smallpox Dr. John W. Lake, 
who is wanted‘in Boston to answer charges of 
forgery, hoped to effect release from the 
County Jail and gain his liberty. A Health 
Department physician, however, interfered, 
and yesterday afternoon handcuffed between 
Inspectors Thomas J. Barry and Andrew 
Houghton, officers from Boston, he was safe- 
ly landed on boarda Michigaf Central train 
and started on the way East. Lake was ar-

regain liberty. 
as a physician, so 
he procufed an irritating oil which he applied 
upon his face and other portions of his body, 
causing red blotches to appear which gave 
him much the appearance of a person afflicted 
with a severe attack of smallpox. Yesterday 
morning he informed the guards about his 
cell that he was ill with the disease. Know- 
ing that he was a physician they did not 
doubt his statement, and he was at once 

isolated and his cell fumigated, 

At 10 o’clock a physician from the Health 
Department who had been summoned ar- 
rived at the jail and was shown into Lake’s 
cell. The prisoner appeared to be violently 
ill, and at once began to lament his fate, and 
charged the pulicg with having subjected him 
to the contagion.*? He protested that he would 
make the city suffer and also the persons in 
Boston for having ecaus¢@d his false arrest, and 
brought him in danger of death from small- 
pox. But the city physician made his ex- 
amination, and finally charged the prisoner 
with having used artificial means to produce 
the blotches. Lake denied this, and then the 
Health Officer curtly told him that he had not 
a trace of small-pox. 

**T tell you I have,’’ protested Lake, ‘* I’m 
a ductor myself and I know what I’m talking 
about. 
and without much ceremony he was told to 
prepare himself for a trip to Boston with the 
officers who were waiting outside to receive 
him. When the result of the health officer’s 
investigation had been communicated to 
Jailer Morris the necessary papers were made 


_out and the prisoner was turned over to Officer 
Nollan, who delivered him to the Boston 


officers at the Central Station. 

It is claimed in Boston that Dr. Lake, his 
son, and his son-in-law opened banks in vari- 
ous parts of Boston under the names of Rob- 
bins & Co. and Stockbridge & Co. and ob- 
tained a number of depositors. When _ refer- 
ences were asked for by depositors letters 
were given on one or the other of the banks 
in the combine. In this way it is claimed Dr. 
Lake got possession of $2,400 and fled.

QUEEN TAKES A HAND. 


VIOTORIA INTERESTED IN THE PAR- 
LIAMENTARY OONFLIOT. 


She Fears an Open Rupture Between the 


Two Houses and May Instruct Salisbury 


to Concede Much That the Hereditary 
Chamber May Be Not Endangered — 
Liberals Plan to Triumph Over the 
Lords by Compelling Them to Abandon 
Their Amendments, |

Lonpon, Feb. 17.—The Liberals plan to 


triumph over the Peers by compelling them 
to abandon their amendments of the parish 
councils bill. They are hopeful of success, 
but they may experience a sharp setback 
next week. It is not improbable that the 
Peers will declare their adhesion to certain 
points which the government considers im- 
possible, 

The Conservatives in the House of Com- 
mons have surrendered much, but not all, 
Questions concerning the control of charities, 
the allotments, the poor law and Boards of 
Guardians, and the reform of the London ves- 
tries are still bones of contention between the 
government and the opposition. These ques- 
tions must be settled in the government’s 
favor before the Liberals can truthfully boast 
of compelling the assent of the Peers to the 
program of the Commons. If Lord Salisbury 
should concede everything involved in the dis- 
pute he would do so probably in deference to 
the personal wishes of the Queen, who 
is known to dread an open conflict 
between the two houses. She is conviuaced 
that such a- conflict would cause universal 
clamor, abolition of the hereditary lawthak- 
ers, and the same conviction has ere this 
caused her to interfere, notably in 1884, when 
the two houses quarreled seriously over the 
redistribution of seats under the Francis re- 
form. The Queen then summoned the Duke 
of Richmond and made him an intermediary 
for the settlement of the questions at issue be- 
tween Lord Salisbury and Mr. Gladstone. 
Since then popular dislike of the 
hereditary privileges of the Uppér House 
has become intensified and the royal 
family knows that if an attack upon these 
privileges be once fairly organized it will 
soon affect the prerogatives of the ctown. For 
these reasons the Queen’s influence has been 
exerted already to induce the Tory Peers to 
act with great prudence, 

Time to Clip the Peers’ Wings. 

Whatever may be the result of the Queen’s 
interference many Liberals and all Radicals 
feel that the time is ripe to limit the power of 
the Lords to veto the decisions of the Com- 
mons. No surrender of the Lords on existing 
issues is likely to modify the determination 
of these men to deal radically with the Upper 
House, As the Tories have perpetual control 
of the Peers they hold and wiil hold the power 
to wreck all Liberal legislation. They have 
not hesitated to reject the home-rule 
bill; they have made every effort to 
destroy the employers’ liability and par- 
ish councils bills. They have already 
made their preparations to defeat in the next 
parliamentary session the Welsh disestablish- 
ment, local opuon, and registration reform 
bills. With such a Tory oligarchy perma- 
nently ruling the country the Liberals ask 
how it will be possible to proceed with any 
reform. 

The Speaker voices the opinion of the best 
minds in the Liberal party when it demands 
that the peers’.power of veto shall be abol- 
ished while the ‘* House shall be allowed to 
stand as a venerable ruin continuing such 
customs as are completely harmless,’’ The 
radical Star, T. P. O’Connor’s daily, suggests: 
“The Cabmet ought to end the trouble by 
adding to some impogtant bill the 
declaration of the House of Coimnmons that it 
is against good government that the House of 
Lords interfere therewith.”’ Another pro- 
posal is that the House of Commons shall re- 
fuse to vote the salaries of the officials of the 
Upper House, thus giving the Peers summary 
notice to quit. 

Mr. Gladstone gives this evening a dinner 
to his colleagues to arrange with them the 
business of the coming session, which will be- 
gin March 1. 

Silver Policy Disapproved. 

The government’s adhesion to its silver pol- 
icy for India lacks the approval of high finan- 
cial authorities in the city. It is predicted 
that the whole experiment of closing the mints 
to silver and trying to control exchange must 
be dropped within the next three months. 

Anarchy at London. 

The explosion near Greenwich Observatory 
Thursday evening has’ caused a vast amount 
of newspaper talk concerning the dangers of 
anarchism in England. An official well ac- 
quainted with the methods and personnel of 
the Anarchist colony here says, however, that 
there were hardly a dozen militant Anarchists 
of English birth in the city. The colony was 
made up, he said, of squalid nobodies, 
wretched poor, and without organization as a 
party, These men, he thought, were power- 
less todo much harm. The French, Swiss, 
and Belgian Anarchists, he said, did not con- 
stitute either individually pr collectively such 
a dangerous social factor in London &s sen- 
sationul police reports had indicated. 

New Three-Keeled Yacht. 

Commander Hodgett has brought out a new 
three-keeled boat at Cowes, ~The first triai, 
which was made yesterday, excited the in- 
terest of yachtsmen throughout the country. 
As the wind was light it was hardiy possible, 
however, to teat the ability of the new model 
to counteract the tendency to roll in heavy 
seas. A notable feature of the boat’s work 
yesterday was the absence of side wash. It 
sailed close to the wind, ran well, was quick 
in stays, and turned in her own length. 
Among the other advantages claimed for it is 
increased stability, greater carrying capacity, 
high speed, and greater easein handling and 


steering.

Prussia to Make Concessions to Western 
and Southern States.

Brruin, Feb, 17,—Yesterday'and today the 
Bundesrath, or Federal Council, debated the 
commercial treaty with Russia, and prac- 
ticaily gave its unanimous: approval to the 
measure..

It was reported that 
the representatives of Bavaria and the 
Bundesrath made their assent to the 
treaty conditional upon the  aboli- 
tion of cheay. grain tariffs from the 
railways of East Prussia, but a little 
inquiry proved that the report was not true.

lihood of a dangerous dispute arising. Under 
the present system grain rates from Eastern 
Russia decrease in ratio to distance.

Every 
chamber of commerce and industrial society 
in the empire has sent or is preparing to send 
memorials to the Reichstag. Special agents 
will be sent to Berlin from Hamburg, Leipsic, 
Mayence, Frankfort, and other centers to 
work in favor of the measure, The Agrarians, 
who are bitter opponents of the treaty, are 
actively condueting ajcampaign to influence 
the Reichstag against the measure. . 

An immense mass-meeting, at which it is 
estimated 5,000 members of the Agrarian 
party were present, was held today in the 


Feen Palace here. Resolutions were adopted 


declaring against the treaty, and much enthu- 
siasm was manifested, The anti-Semite ele- 
ment present at the meeting secured the ap- 
proval ofa resolution declaring that every 
member of the Agrarian Union must be- 
long to some Christian body. An overflow 
meeting was held at the Koepniekers 


Assembly Rooms. Resolutions-of a similar 
tenor to those adopted at the main meeting 
were adopted, and those present manifested 


enthusiasm equal to that shown by the meect- 
ing at the Feen Palace. 

The government can view these hostile dem- 
onstrations with equanimity. That part of 
the Conservative party led by Count von 
Kanitz-Podangen has decided not to vote 
against the treaty. The Count has been won 
over to this attitude by the personal influence 
of the Emperor, who singled him outat the 
official dinmer given Tuesday by Count Botho 
zu Eulenburg, President of the Prussian

Caprivi’s Scheme May Fail. 


The scheme of Chancellor von Caprivi to 
bring about an abatement of the hostility of 


the bimetallists by appointing a currency 


commission is likely to fail. Instead of re- 
laxing their opposition the bimetallists have 
intensified it. Out of the sixteen members 
of the currency commission six are silver 
men. This is thought to be a large enough 
minority, considering how they rank in the 
Reichstag. The silver supporters, however, 
want to have eight of the members of the 
commission. Four of the ablest silver men 
have been appointed members of the commis- 
sion. These are Herr Arendt, Von Cardorff, 
Count von MeBaeh, and Count von Scholiner- 
Alst. They may perhaps decline to sit as 
members. The conviction grows that the in- 
quiries of the commission, like similar cur- 
rency inquiries made in other countries, will 
result in nothing of benefit.

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NEW TUNNEL Is BUILT 


CABLE ROAD TRAOKS WILL BE LAID 
THROUGH IT AT ONOE. 


Practical Conipletion ef a Great Engi- 
neering Work Occupying four Years< 
In Caliber It Is Next to the Largest in 
the WorldIt Extends from Canal to 
Market Street Under the River at Van 
Buren Street~Bine Island Avenue 
Trains Will Use It by April 1. 


The great street railway tunnel at Van Bu- 
ren street leading from Market street on the 
South Side to Canal street on the west under 
the South Branch of the Chicago River is now 
practically completed. It is promised that 
the cable trains of Blue Island avenue will be 
running through thé tunnel by April1. It 
will take Fitz-Simons & Connell, the con- 
tractors, one day more to clean up their work. 
All the electric light plant is in place and track 
laying will begin immediately. All the yokes 
for the cable tracks are on the ground and the 
rails are at hand. The down-town loop from 
the tunnel is ready for operation, and every- 


thing is in shape on Blue Island avenue. It is 


said that the West Division road has a wide 
margin when it predicts that its service will 
be in‘operation by April 1. 

The new tunnel was commenced just four 
years ago this month. The progress of the 
work has been delayed by much litigation, 
and for six months practically no work was 
done, while the Warren Springer case dragged 
its slow length through the courts. On ac- 
count of this litigation the tunnel was com- 
pleted fully a year after the cable road at 
other points was ready for service. 

The new tunnel is the largest tunnel in cali- 
ber in the-world, with the exception of a short 
construction in England. It haa cost about 
$800,000 for construction, and to this must 


the structure is gathered at its lowest point 
and then pum into the river. : 

‘Will this be the last tunnel constructed 
under the Chicago River?’ was asked of Gen. 
Fitz-Simons, . 

‘*No, I do not think so. In my opinion the 
Metropolitan Elevated road will be compelled 
to construct a tunnel after it tries running its 
trains over the river a few years. I believe it 
will be forced, like the cable roads, to go 
under instead of over the river.” 


WANT NOTICE OF IMPROVEMENTS, 


Taxpayers’ Association Will Move Against 
the Special Assessment Pian. 

Thirty-five taxpayers met the members of 
the Taxpayers’ Association yesterday after- 
noon in the Title and Trust Building and re- 
solved toask the City Council to pass an 
order to the effect that “ no further special 
assessments be ordered without the consent 
of at least two-thirds of the owners of prop- 
erty fronting the street upon which the im- 
provements aredesired.”’ It was claimed by 
those at the meeting that the Aldermen work 
with contractors and get petitions before the 
Streets and Alleys committees asking for im- 
provements. These orders are then rushed 
through the Council, and the first time the 
taxpayer knows that an improvement is to 
be made is when he receives a notice that an 
assessment has been made against his prop- 
erty. These assessments run anywhere from 
$50 to $1,400; at least that was the experi- 
ence of those ot the meeting. 

R. C. Givins made the principal statement, 
and in his speech set forth the general griev- 
ance of the meeting: ‘*‘ The majority of peo- 
ple in Chicago favor street improvements, 
provided the street is in demand for such im- 
provements, such as paving, laying water 
pipes, sewers, etc.; but it appears that there 
have been-a lot of contractors who, in con- 
junction with the Aldermen. railroad through 
the Cour cil all manner of asseastnents against 
property where it is not needed and not asked 
for by the property-owners. Streets out on

THEY ARE APT TO MAKE THE MEAD- 


OWOROFT LITIGATION ENDLESS. 


Depositogs Begin a Determined Fight to 
Recover the Money They Had in the 
Bank at the Time of the Failure in 
June=Charges of Gross Fraud Made in 
the Petition Filed in the Superior 
Court™Allegations of Conspiracy Made 
Against the Brothers. 


The legal fight of the depositors, who had 
$250,000 in the banking house of Meadow- 
croft Bros., which closed its doors June 5, 
1893, was begun yesterday by a bill filed in 
the Superior Court by E. H. Gary, who was 
retained by the creditors’ committee some 
months ago. The bill relates the partnership 
formed between Robert M weroft and his 
sons, Frank RK. and Charles J. Meadowcroft, 
Feb. 16, 1876, for a transaction of a general 
banking business in the City of Chicago under 
the title of ** Meadowcroft Bros.”’ Robert 


Meadowcroft had long been in the banking 


business and had gained an enviable reputa- 
tion as an upright business-man. He had ac- 
cumulated a large amount of real estate, 
which was held in his name. 

It is alleged that the father was stricken 
with disease in the latter part of the year 
1891, and from that time up to his 
death early in 1893-Was incapable of mak- 
ingany valid contracts, being wholly inca- 
pacited for the transaction of business. The 
bill charges that Charles J., Frank R., aad 
Fanny M. Meadowcroft and Grace P. Gor- 
don, his childen, then entered into a conspir- 


| acy to get the real estate belonging to the 


father out-of the reach of the depositors in the 
bank and began to “ conspire systematically 
to so alienate and cloud the title of all the 
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be added fully $1,000,000 for right of way and 
cost of litigation, making its aggregate cost 
$1,800,000, In building it 21,000 barrels 
of Portland cement were used for the con- 
crete work, 8,000, barrels of Utica cement 
were consumed in laying brick, and 7,000,- 
000° brick went into the walls.

Building Under Fart Wayne Tracks. 


‘*Yes; we are glad this contract is finished 
at last,”’ said Gen. Fitz-Simons of the Fitz- 
Simons & Connell company yesterday. ‘** We 
might have made some money onitif it had 
not run so long. The greatest engineering 
difficulties we encountered were in building 
under the numerous tracks of the Fort Wayne 
railroad west of the river. There was only 
seven feet of soft, plastic clay between the 
top of the tunnel and the tracks. We were 
compelled to get out on the tracks when 
they were notin use, which was not long 
at a time, and drive spiles ahead. Then we 
would put in an expensive floor system dif- 
ficult to explain, which was extremely ex- 
pensive. This etructure had to be strong 
enough to bear the weight of ninety-ton loco- 
motives, which were passing with little inter- 
mission. All this had to be done before we 
could go ahead with the construction of the 
arch. In the river we went forty-five feet 
below low water mark, and there found hard- 

an as good as rock for tunnel construction. 

'e had great difficulty with the foundations 
of buildings at some distance from the tun- 
nel and had to underpin the foundations of a 
number of them, which were being affected 
by the movement of the soft, plastic clay. 
The top of the tunnel is composed of ten 
courses of brick, topped off by’ eighteen 
inches of solid concrete, the arch at that point 
being fully five feet thick.”’ 

“ Did you succeed in getting a dry tunnel at 
last?’ was asked. 

“it is as dry as this room,’’ ten. Fitz- 
Simons answered. ‘‘ Under the river we laid 
three courses of brick in liquid asphalt and 
then covered them with a thick coating of 
asphalt, that material being used as mortar. 
In all the parts of the structure we laid two 
courses of brick in liquid asphalt. It is some- 
thing new in tunnel construction, but it is the 
only thing which will stop water riya? saan 
colating through to a dead. certainty., That 
tunnel will always be dry until an earthquake 
breaks the arches. There ave six feet of solid 
concrete on the bottom and the side walls are 
from eight to twelve feet thick, brick walls 
being backed up with heavy concrete.

Nothing has been spared at any point either 
in workmanship or in material to make the 
structure all that could be desired.”’ 


Adjusting Various Foundations. 


During the period of construction three seven- 
story buildings have been taken down entire- 
ly and rebuilt with their foundations adjusted 
to the top of the tunnel. This cost a large 
amount of money, and was attendel with an 
infinite amount of detail which the contract- 
ofs had not reckoned upon. No enterprise of 
the kind was ever beset with more difficulties 
than this ene from its conception, and there 
is a geen feeling of relief at the office of 
the West Division Street railway company 
over its approaching completion. 

Unlike the. La Salle street tunnel, this 
structure is built in a single arch with a clear 
span of thirty feet, giving fifteen feet nine 
inches clear from the tracks to the roof, Its 
top is seventeen feet below low water mark 
in the river, the same as Washington street 
tunnel, but owing toits greater size the bottom 
is far below that of the structure at Wash- 
ington street, This gives much longer grades 
than ateither of the other tunneis. From 
Clinton street to the west line of Canal street 
the tunnel drops one foot in every twelve; 
from this point to the west line of the river 
the grade is not so heavy, being one foot in 
eighteen feet; under the river the floor is 
nearly level, the grade descending to a point 
directly under the center of the river but one 
foot in fifty-five feet; the same grade takes it 
to the east line of the river, and from that 
point to the street surface is a long slant of 
one foot in ten feet. : 


Safety in a Cogwheel. 


A novel appliance to prevent accidents 
through cable trains getting away from the 
traction brakes is being put in. In the road- 

by the side of the cable-slot is a rack or 
row of cogs, extending from one end of the 
tunnel to the other. Every cable car 
will carry a inion attached to 
a  cogwheel whic fit into 
this rack. When he enters the tunnei the mo- 
torman will drop the pinion into the cogs, and 
it will work easily in the journals unless he 
should desire to stop’ the car suddenly, in 
which case he will clutch the pinion and set 
the brake. .The car will then be absolutely 
immovable, and it is likely that the cable it- 

eelf will break before the cogs give out.

The court is asked to make every one 
who has held any of the Meadowcroft real es- 
tate since the father’s illness began in 1891 
codefendants in the suit. 

The bill also charges that valuable assets

The action is brought on the claims of a 
dozen depositors, which were put in judgment 
by the Superior Court from August to Octo- 
ber last year.

The immediate result of the suit will be to 
tie up in equity all the real estate named in 
the bill as belonging to Robert Meadowcroft 
in 1891. The case will go before some Su- 
perior Judge hearing chancery cases, and it is 
expected that a Master in Chancery will be 
named to take evidence. A long list of ques- 
tions is submitted, which the master will be 
requested to ask of the defendants, and every 
transfer will be passed upon separately. The 
suit is the beginning of endless litigation, as 
the titles to the real estate, according to 
the allegations in the bill, have apparently 
been juggled in the most thorough way. 
There are transfers and counter-transfe 
trust deeds, and mortgages on every lot 
parcel.

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT IN SCHOOLS. 


The Law of States and Countries 
to Forcible Correction, 

Trenron, N.J., Feb. 15.—jSpecial Corre-

and is now in force in New Jersey abolishing 
corporal punishment in the schools of the 
State. Perhaps the Solons who had put 
through so many measures involving more or 
less cruelty to animals thought to display a 
touch of humanity bY taking the rod out of 
the teacher’s hand. Whateverthe reason the 
measure went trough. It was stated at the 
time that in adopting this legislation New 
Jersey was simply putting itself in line with 
most of the States. Nobody disputed this 
statement until recently. and now the educa- 
tors are thoroughly aroused in all parts of the 
State and are preparing to have the bill of last 
year repealed. 

One of the promineut editors of the State 
has investigated the subject, and he has dis- 
covered that instead of New Jersey being in 
line with the other States it stands alone in 
the abolition ot corporal punishment. He 
has a statement from the Nutional Bureau of 
Education as follows: ‘* Corporal punish- 
ment is forbidden by State law, so far as is 
known to the bureau, only in the State of 
New Jersey.’’ The bureau also adds: ‘So 
far as can be ascertained corporal punish- 
ment is not forbidden by the rule or regula- 
tion of any State board or Superintendent,”’ 
In Illinois the teacher is enjoined to exercise 
judgment and moderation in punishment, by 
the instructions of the State Superintendent. 

A letter has been received by the editor in 
question from William T. Harris, United 
States Commissioner of Education at Wash- 
ington, in which he favors the use of the rod 
in many cases. The unique distinction New 
Jersey has attained, and without meaning to, 
promises to attract national interest once 
more in the subject of corporal punishment. 
In following up the attitude of various States 
and countries in relationto the matter this 
data has been compiled by the editor: 

‘ The law of the State of Washington sub- 
jects a teacher who administers undue or se- 
vere punishment, or-inflicts punishment on 
the hands or face,to a fine not exceeding 
$100. In Philadelphia corporal punishment 
is not resorted to, but there is mo regulation 
agains it; it is simply disused. Corporal pun- 
ishment is forbidden in New York City, in 
Syracuse. and in Cleveland, O., save in boys’ 
schools for incorrigibles when the rod was 
abandoned in the regular schools. The rod is 
not permitted in Toledo, O., nor in Oshkosh, 
Wis, -in the last place some modification has 
recently been made. In Keokuk, Ia., the 
written consent of the parents must be had. 
Many cities provide that ro one butiprincipals 
shall inflict corporal punishment. 

‘**As regards the rod in other countries, local 
control|in the matter is permitted in England, 
and corporal punishment is very generally 
employed, although guarded in many ways. 
The London Board of Education prohibits 
any one but head teachers from inflictin 
corporal punishment and requires a Retatiad 
record.of each case. In France corporal pun- 
ishment is strictly prohibited. In 
Norway corporal punishment is in no 
account to be inflicted on girls over 10 years 
of age. In Denmark four strokes of the ruler 
is the extreme limit allowed by law in, any 
one case. In Germany the different States 
permit the rod, but it is generally hedged in 
with limitations and is not encouraged. In 
the Grand Duchy of Saxony girle are exempt, 
as are also children in the two lowest grades. 
In Anhalt girls may be punished only in ex- 
treme cases. Onlya slender cane may be 
used in any case, which must not be held in 
the hand except when used for punishment. 
In Bremen children under 8 years may not 
be whipped. The arproval of the principal 
must be obtained for punishment, which is 
never administered before the assembled 
class. In Hamburg the cane is kept under 
lock and key and can be obtained only from 
the principal. In Lubeck girls and weakly 
children are exempt. There are two degrees 
of corporal punishment recognized all over 
Germany—the slight, on the hand; the severe, 
on the body,.”’

WARREN SPRINGER’S SUIT AGAINST 
THE METROPOLITAN LINE. 


"Pending Condemnation Proceeding? Pre- 


vented the Lease of His Canal Street 
Property and Caused the Loss Which 
Precipitated the SuiteReceiver Sullivan 
Objects to a BilleOoroner Hertz Sues 
the Cable Company for $50,000—Court 
News, 

Suit to recover $200,000 from the Metro- 
politan West Side Elevated railroad company 
was commenced by Warren Springer in the 
Circuit Court yesterday through his attor- 
neys, Ammen and Hirschl, Mr. Springer 
claims to have sustained great pecuniary loss 
through the action of the railroad company in 
commencing condemnation proceedings 
against his Canal street property and subse- 
quently dismissing the proceedings in the 
County Court -after an unnecessary delay. 
The property consists of a series of small 
buildings used for manufacturing purposes. 
During the pendency of the condemnation 
suit plaintiff declarés that he was unable to 
make leases to intending tenants owing to the 
uncertainty as to the outcome of the com- 
pany’s suit. 

The declaration filed by plaintiff’s attorneys 
containing several counts narrates that 
the time of the . commence- 
ment of the condemnation suit 
Mr. Springer was in full possession of the Ca- 
nal street buildings, whieh produced an an- 
nual income of $200,000. The premises as 
an entirety were valued at $3,000,000. Feb. 
28, 1893, was the date the condemnation suit 
was file&by the “L” road company in the 
County Court. In the petition whieh it filed 
the rights of the defendant company to con- 
demn property were set out and the County 
Court informed that a right of way across the 
property owned by Mr. Springer was found 
necessary. In the petition it was also stated 
that the company and Mr. Springer were un- 
able to agree as to the compensation for such 
a right of way, and the court was asked to.as- 
certain what compensation should be paid to 
the property-owner. In this proceeding, the 
declaration goes on to say; &@ suUMMoONsS was is- 
sued returnable April 2, 1893, and this was 
served on plaixtiff. | 

It was the duty of the Metropolitan ** L”’ 
under the law, saya Mr. Springer, to “* push 
with reasonable diligence the condemnation 
suit to a trial and termination.’’ Instead of 
doing so, however, he declares the company 
kept the suit pending until Feb,7 last, when 
it came into court and dismissed the suit on 
its own motion. Meanwhile plaintiff was un- 
able to rent large portions of his premises. In 
the separate counts of his declaration Mr. 
Springer avers that the company knew at the 
commencement of the condemnation suit that 
the route through his buildings ** would not 
be practicable,”’ that the intention of the com- 
pany was to cloud his title and compel him to 
buy off the company by giving to it *“* for lit- 
tle or nothing ” some other piece of property. 
_ Attorneys Ammen and A, J. Hirschl, who 
commenced the suit, said: ** The point raised 
by this case is an entirely new one in the 
State of Illinois.

that execution any standing to question the title 
of the.assignee of the defendant for the benefit 
of creditors, to the goods and chattels assigned.

CAPITAL CITY SOCIETY LACKS LIFE. 
The Lenten Season Causes a Cessation of 
Gayeties in Washington. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Feb. 17.—[Special.]— 
With the exception of a few luncheons and 
dinners during the week Washington has been 
quiet enough to satisfy the most exacting in 
the cessation of gayeties during the Lenten 
season. It would have been impossible to 
have called a quorum in the Cabinet so far as 
the ladies were concerned. Mrs. Cleveland, 
Mrs. Gresham, Miss Morton, and Miss Her- 
bert would have had things all their own way, 
as they were the only representatives of that 
august “body in town. It could not be 
quite correctly stated that the other 
members of the Cabinet were scattered to 
the four points -of the compass in 
their little Lenten holiday inasmuch as the 
nearest approach to a Western trip is the 
brief journey to Buffalo upon which Mrs. Bis- 
sell started Wednesday. To the North, South, 
and East the various trips have been taken. 
Mrs. Stevenson was the first. to leave Wash- 
ington for a fortnight’s visit to Kentucky. 

Two of the largest real. estate transactions 
of the winter have been those recently made 
by society women of Washington. The first 
of these was the sale of the Shepard House, 
corner of Connecticut avenue and K street, in 
which for the last decade the Russian Lega- 
tion has been located. This was purchased 
by Mrs. Washington McLean, who is spend- 
ing the present winter with her daughter, Mrs. 
Bugher, at the. latter’s residence on I street. 
The other large sale was that of the Aulick 
Palmer House, corner of Eighteenth and I 
streets, for $50,000, by Mrs. Harriet Lane 
Johnston, niece of President Buchanan, 
and during his administration the mis- 
tress of the White House. This house, 
at present occupied by Representative and 
Mrs..Wadsworth of New York, will as soon as 
they move into their new home in course of 
construction on K street, be occupied by Mrs. 
Johnstone as her future Washington resi- 
dence. A numberof alterations and repairs 
will be made before the occupancy of the new 
owner. 


Departure of Prince Galitzin. 


Prince Galitzin of Russia, who has been in 
Washington for severai months at the Arling- 
ton, sailed for Europe Saturday. His stay in 
New York though brief was rfufficiently long 
for him to ppenly RLennty himself with the 
Salvation Army, which, according to the pub- 
lished accounts at the time, he joined 
just before sailing for his native 
country. The Prince while here was féted 
and dined sufficiently to have indicated that 
his tastes were identical with those of his 
fashionable friends with whom he was in such 
constant company. “That his views of life in- 
cluded other and widely different ideas his 
subsequent conduct has proved. The object 
of his coming to this country was for scien- 
tific researches which, upon completion, were 
to have been carried to the far East. Accord- 
ing to his original plans the Prince was to 
have been joined in"°Washington by his suite 
and then made the journey to Siam in the 
spring. Having brought letters of introduc- 
tion to the Russian Minister, the British Am- 
bassador, and several others of the prominent 
diplomats, his time from the date of his ar- 
rival in Washington was filled to reple- 
tion with luncheons, dinners, teas, 
and entertainments of every description 
inicident to fashionable life. The Prince’s 
acceptances of the attentions showered upon 
him were general, so that when he left Wash- 
ington it could not truthfully be stated that 
he was not conversant with every phase of 
the life of upper tendom at the Nation’s cap- 
ital. Unlike many foreigners of high title 
who come to Washington and accept hos- 
‘aon without apparently a thought of ac- 

nowledging the same in any fashion what- 
soever, the Prince was @bservant to those 
smnall courtesies of life thatinstinctively mark 
a well-bred man or woman.

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OUSSED IN WALL STREBT. 


Doings at Washington Do Not Tend to 
Cheerful Feeling in Financial Circles= 
Business-Men Fearful to Undertake 
Risks of Any SorteHow the Small 
Traders Went Wofully Wrong in Guess- 
ing on the Burlington Dividend—Out- 
look for a Bull Movement in Wheat, 


New Yor, Feb. 17.—[Special.]—It is ex- 
tremely difficult to find a cheerful man in the 
Wall street bailiwick. Everything seems to 
be going wrong. All the advantages come to 
the bear crowd. If you happen to own any- 
thing there is depreciation only in sight. At 


met in the street is inclined to talk these days. 
As a matter of fact there is small foundation 
for this sort of pessimistic talk, but it is the 
fashion, and few folks are brave enough to be 
. out of the popular way. 

Washington goings on are the center of 
business interests still. Whatis bemg done 
or what is not beimg done in the matter of 
tariff tinkering serves for the basis of about 
all that is accomplished on the Stock Ex- 
change. Thatis not much, It seems to be 
agreed that’ nothing of consequence in the 
business world will be possible till there isa 
finul disposition of some sort which will be 
definite in thriff legislation. It is beginning 
to be a Wall street idea that this Congress 
willdo more in.the way of overhauling the 
present schedules than hitherto has been ex- 
pected. Until just now it has been the popu- 
lar theory that though much noise was to be 
expected not much accomplishment would be 
in sight when finally the administration’s bill 
should be enacted. Two or three develop- 
ments have come within the last few days 
which interfere with this cheerful idea. 

Itis of course an open secret that a num. 
ber of the biggest trusts in the,country have 
important lobbies hard at work under the 
eaves of the Capitol. They have big con- 
tingent fees \at stake and can be depended 
upon to do their ‘utmost ‘to make the 
final draft of the bill what their 
employers .think it should be. 
the crowd which is most conspicuous- 
ly at work in this way, the one which has the 
largest interests involved, is the sugar trust. 
All the tricks of***influence” are being 
worked. There are veterans at the fore. But 
these men, who are depended upon chiefly to 
maintain the trust’s interests, are discouraged. 
This can be stated absolutely. 

What better evidence can be given of this 
than that some of the leaders of this special 
lobby have gone on strike? They want an 
agreement which will partake less of the con- 
tingencies which hinge on success. This sug- 
gestion does not meet with a ready response 
from the trust’s managers. And one result is 
that some of the chief magnates of the trust 
have themselves found it necessary to rush in 
person over to Washington'to try to patch up 
arrangements which ordinarily would be left 
wholly to the hired, lobby. The whisky trust 
crowd seems to be having somewhat easier 
sailing, if reports arriving by way of Chicago 
are to be relied upon, 

Wall Street Is Neglected. 


Though these trust interests are getting 
most attention they by no reans cut the fig- 
ure that others do in discouraging the general 
‘business interests of the country. A con- 
spicuous broker of the Stock Exchange says 
that he has two score business-men on his list 
of customers, some of them manufacturers 
and some of them merchants and representing 
different political faiths, but without excep- 
tion all are refraining from doimg any busi- 
ness in the stock market because fearful to 
undertake any risks of any sort till they can 
have some definite knowledge as to what Con- 
gress is going to do with the tariff. And all 
agree, too, that there are elements in the Wil- 
son bill as it stands now which are surcharged 
with danger to important industries, old and 
new. This kind of talk is to be heard every- 
where. Under its influence it is -impossible 
to induce activity in any branch of trade. 
Wali street is neglected along with the rest— 
and only so neglected. 

There is significance in the reports of the 
commercial agencies which in their state. 
ments today set forth the paralysis of the 
country while business waits for something 
final and positive from Washington. Of 
special interest is this extract from one of the 
most trustworthy. reports: 

Telegraphic advices from leading trade centers 
make it plain that the volume of general business 
since the beginning of the month shows a de- 
crease as compared with a corresponding portion 
of wqunary this year. There is a disposition to 
continue disposing of stock and buy only for im- 
mediate wants until after the tariff question is 
disposed of. This evidently is having some ef- 
fect. Commercial travelers for Gry goods, cloth- 
ing, hardware, shoe, and other houses in a num- 
ber of instances are on their way home or have 
sad | pmo cnn popors many vragen of those 
secured dependent on the passage or i 
the tariff bill.

Low Price of Wheat, 


Even if the tariff trouble was out of the 
way there would be ample redson for unrest 
in the financial and commercial’ world with 
the produce markets of the country in the de- 
plorable condition they are at present. Wheat 
under 60 cents a bushel is a menace to ever 
business interest in the land. We hear asin 
about the change in conditione which are es- 
tablishing or are about to,establish low prices 
of the current sort for American grain for all 
time to come, but nobody is paying much at- 
tention to such theories. As a matter of fact 
that sort of guess work does not have any 
direct bearing or the present situation, for, 
whatever may be the conditions of the future, 
it is the condition of today which is bothering 
and demoralizing our trade relations and 
knocking everything into abnormal shape. 

When wheat gets down to 50 or 60 cents a 
bushel, gets down to stay down, there will be 
a totally different set of growers. Those who 
are the producers now are not harvesting pur- 
posely for such prices. They can’t. very 
bushel sold now at ruling quotations isa sale 
which represents a real loss to the man who 
sowed and matured, harvested and shipped. 
Every bushel sold now represents a crippled 
farmer, represents,.the cutting down of buy- 
ing power among that class of people who are 
not hoarders but users of money; who in 
ordinary times, under normal conditions, are 
responsible more than any others of our citi- 
zens for the creation and maintenance of ac. 
tivity in business circles. Theories about 
ee oe Pee cg conditions count for 
nothing when run up against roughb- 
facts like these. . ee owe 

Much interest has centered in the dividend 
action of the Chicago, Buflington and Quincy 
railroad company. It has been so confident- 
ly and persistently insisted in Wall street that 
the dividend would be cut down, even if it 
were not passed altogether, that the rank and 
file of the speculative community had come 
to look upon the change to a lower basis as a 
foregone arrangement. Prominent managers 
of the property were quoted as declaring that 
the regular dividend would be voted, but of.- 
ficial information is hardly as sacredly re- 
vered nowadays as once it was, and the result 
was that the street generally feit sure that 
there was money in selling for adecline which 
would follow the dividend action. Thus the 
declaration of the usual payment found a 
long list Of speculators - with short 
contracts in the stock on a pretty big 
scale. Nearly every little fellow in the 
street has been selling Burlington short, and 
in many instances there are large contracts 
of this sort outstanding which do not have 
strong margins back of them. Some of the 
shorts scurried to cover when they found that 
they had been gambling on a mistaken the- 
ory, but for the most part the rank and file 
stood sturdily still and only became all the 
more bearish in their talk and feelings.

Early in his administration Supt. Snider be- 
gan a determined fight on the underground 
insurance business, A careful investigation 
disclosed the fact that about.one-fourth of the 
business done in the western half of the State 
was by unde und companies. He discov- 
ered many policies written ia fictitious com- 
panies. Ten losses written by underground 
agents were reported to him that were never 
paid. As companies had no legai agents 
in Kansas there was no way in which service 
could be obtained on any of their represent- 
atives in the State preliminary to beginning 
suit to recover, and when suit was brought 
at the homes of the defaulting companies 
the defense was sometimes successfully set 
up that as they were not pm ge under 
the law to write policies in Kansas the poli- 
cies that had been written were void. It was 
also found that nine-tenths of the insurance 
on the 400 flour mills in the State was written 
by underground companies or by non-resi- 
dent agents of licen companies. Several 
underground agents were arrested at the in- 
stigation of Supt. Snider and criminally pros- 
ecuted, three of them being convicted. Mr. 
Snider claims that he has been suceessful in 
driving most of the underground cor panies 
and their agents out of the State, and that 
there are now comparatively few illegal polli- 
cies written. ES gt 

In Kansas, as in all other States, a disposi- 
tion has been shown by certain classes of in- 
surance ¢ompanies to harass holders of poli- 
cies and delay prompt settlement of losses by 
resorting to legal quibbles usually for the 
purpose of delay or to force a compromise 
for less than the face of the policy. Supt. 
Snider has frowned upon these practices and 
has informed companies of this class that un- 
less they could produce evidence of fraud on 
the part of the assured he would insist 
upon the prompt payment of all losses 
under penalty of being denied the night 
to do business in the State. By this 
means he has,saved policyholders’ the 
expense and annoyance of much troublesoine 
litigation and in several instances has forced 
companies to pay losses after they had shown 
a disposition to refuse to settle until forced to 
do.so by the courts. On the other hand Supt. 
Snider has assured the companies that where 
evidence of fraud on the part of the assured 
actually existed he would assist in prose- 
cuting offenders to the full extent of the law. 
In all insurance litigation, however, he has 


gun action in the State courts the defend- 
ant company shall not cause the action to be 
transferred to the Federal court for the pur- 
pose of vexation and delay. In his ruling on 
this point made May 1, 1893, he gave his rea- 
sons as follows: 

‘* We believe a foreign insurance company 
organized in another State or government 
can have as fair and impartial trial in our 
State courts as any resident. 

‘** To permit non-resident companies to re- 
move their causes to the Federal courts gives 
them a special privilege above home coin- 
panies, as our laws make no provision for 
residents to remove their causes of action. 

‘** It is not fair or just to compel the citizen 
who may have been so unfortunate as to have 
lost his insured property, or the heirs of a de- 
ceased life policy-hoider, to go into a foreign 
court (many times at a remote distance from 
his home and witnesses) to litigate his case. 
Frequentiy removals have been taken from 
our district courts to the Federal court for the 
purpose of expensive and vexatious delays, 
which makes a compromise preferable to the 
policy-holder, so forcing him into a partial 
relinguishment of his just and equitable 
rights.”’ > 

Prior to Superintendent Snider’s adminis- 
tration no attempt was made to enforce the 
non-resident agency law, and much of the in- 

‘surance of the State was written by agents 
living outside its borders and the companies 
made no report of it to the insurance depart- 
ment, although they were authorized to do 
business within the State and had agents here. 
Mr. Snider required every policy to be coun- 
tersigned and delivered by a resident agent 
and a report of the premium collected made 
to the insurance department. Allrailroad in- 
surance was, under the old régime, done by 
non-resigent agents and it was never re- 
ported to the department and did not 
appear in the reports showing the 
volume of business done, thereby escaping 
taxation under the reciprocal tax law. Now, 
while most of it is still written outside of the 
State, it is reported regularly to the Insurance 
Department, and will materially increase the 
showing of the department as to the amount 
of insurance done in Kansas. The large 
Sggroa g houses in Kansas City, Kas.. Wichi- 
ta, a Hutchison had been pursuing the 
same practice, but all have gracefully com- 
plied with the ruling of the Superintendent. 

All former .Superintendents have persist- 

ently refused to permit mutual life insurance 


though several of them have brought the most 
powerful influence to bear to obtain the neces- 
sary. permission. Each succeed adminis- 
tration has had this question to decide and 
each has declined to grant license to any of 
them. Supt. Snider admitted three of, these 
companies as natural premium companies. 
He claims that they differ from the ordinary 
assessment companies in that they have a 
mortality fund large enough to comply with 
the taw. The law strictiy torbids the licens- 
a’ of purely assessment compauies. 

he annual revenue of the Insurance De- 
partment of Kansas ranges from $40,000 to 
$50,000. In 1894 Supt. Snider estimates 
that it will be swelled to at least $100,000 
and probably $150,000 because of the large 
amount of back taxes which he expects will 
be paid. The natural revenue, not counting 
the back tax, he believes will be between 
$60,000 and $75,000. He says that all bur- 
dens should be taken off insurance companies 
for the reason that in the end the assured 
were the ones out of whose pockets the tax 
was taken. He thinks that every State in the 
Union should repeal the reciprocal tax laws, 
and that only sufficient revenue should be 
raised by license to defray the expenses of 
the insurance departments.

DE WITT COUNTY’S NEW COURT-HOUSE. 


Nearing Completion on Historic Ground in 
Clinton, HL 

Crinton, [ll., Feb. 12.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—The De Witt County Court-House is 
nearing completion and will be dedicated next 
month. It isa handsome building, seventy-five 
feet high, with a duplicate frontage on each 
side. The tower reaches a point 160 feet 
above the ground and commands a fine view 
of the surrounding country in all directions. 
The building is located in the public square 
in the center of the business section of 
the city. Upon this same site stood 
the old frame court-house which was made 
famous by Abraham Lincoln, as he practiced 
law in this city for a number of years and 
conducted a number of suits in this building. 
The old building still stands in the square, 
but will be removed when the county officials 
are able to move their quasters to the new 
building. The new building has been badly 
needed for many years, as the county books 
and records were not considered safe in the 
old building. Every one seemed to concede 
this point, butall were reluctant to destroy 
the old buildiyg, which had been such a con-

spicuous figure in the history of the county. 

owever, when the question was finally sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people it carried by an 
almost two-thirds majority. 

Clinton is located near the center of the 
county, is a railroad center, and for these 
reasons there was no other city contending for 
the county seat. The expense of the new 
building, which will reach nearly $90,000, 
will be entirely paid by the county. A pe- 
culiar incident occurred last spring when the 
old building was being moved: from its origi- 
nal foundation. For many years it was cur- 
rently understood that a corner-stone in the 
foundation contained many ancient relics, 
and on this occasion many hundred people 
gathered to s the stone opened. Last 
year there was no one living in Clinton who 
was present at the laying of the corner-stone 
and it was rumored that Lincoln had made a 
speech upon that accasion, the original manu. 
script of which would be found, as well as 
many other curiosities. The hopes of the 
people were not.realized, however, for the 
only articles found were an empty bottle and 
a counterfeit silver dollar. - Some maintain 
the stone had been robbed years ago. 

The exterior appearance of the building is 
in many particulars handsome. Ohio white 
sandstone has been used throughout, while 
the roof is of _terra-cotta. 
side of the building is 
the pediments a group. of 
representin. law, justice, mercy, 
wisdom. ‘These are all original in design and 
were on exhibition at the World’s Fair last 
summer.

TO DEDICATE A SHAFT OVER THE GRAY.

Arrangements are being made for the dedi- 
cation of the new monument over the graves 
of the Confederate dead in Oakwoods Ceme- 
tery, and the exercises will probably be held 
in April, although there is some talk of post- 
poning theevent until May 30, Decoration 
day. This monument, erected by the ex-Con- 
federate Association of Chicago, which is 
known asCamp No. 8, United Confederate 
Veterans, has been in place since August, 
but has never been formally dedicated.

In 
April there is to be a great ex-Confederate re- 
union at Birmingham, Ala., and it is expected 
that many from this assemblage will come to 
Chicago to aid in the dedication of the rew 
monument. All of the Grand Army posts in 
Chicago have signified a desire to participate, 
and the event, it is expected, will result in one 
of the largest reunions of the “ blue and the 
gray ”’ ever held. ‘ 


CHICAGO OR CHILAGA ON AN OLD MAP, 


First Appearance of the Name in the Sev- 
enteenth Century. 

Y President Harper of the University of Chi- 
cago has lately received a quaint: map of the 
world.. On the frame isa gilded plafe bear- 
ing a German inscription which translated 
means: 

The oldest appearance of the name Chicago— 
*Chilaga’’—on an. engraved marble slab, pre- 
pared by the court carpenter, Hans Schieferstein, 
in the year 1615. (Royal Historical Museum at 
Dres‘ien, Germany.) ae 

This map: was presented to President Har- 
per by Dr. Charles Richter, the Imperial Ger- 
man Representative Commissioner to the 
World’s Fair. The following letter of presen- 
tation accompanies the map: 

“W. R. Harper, President of the University 
of Chicago, Chicago, I1l.—Dear Sir: When 
during the early preparatory stages of the Ex- 
position work efforts were made, mainly upon 
the instigation of Mr. Curtis, to collect maps 
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supposition be correct it is most likely that 
on this map the name of Chicago in its orig- 
inal form appears for the first time, 

‘*Herr Prof. Graff of Dresden, who has 
taken a prominent interestin the researches 
to which the Chicago Exposition and the his- 
toric events underlying its existence have 
given so powerful an impulse, has, upon our re-

CIAL ASSESSMENTS.

Method of Levying Them in Particular Is 

Assailed=Taxpayers’ Association Holds 

a Meeting and Condoles Over the 

_ Money That Goes from Their Pockets 

to Pay the Bills of Contractors with 

“Pulls "Committee to Petition the 
Council for a Radical Change. 

Active steps toward revolutionizing the 
present method of levying special assessments 
by the City Council were taken by the Tax- 
payers’ Association yesterday afternoon at a 
meeting in the Title and Trust Building. The 
pervading sentiment of the meeting was that 
the Council, in declaring speciel assessments 
without the request or consent of the proper- 
ty-owners whose interests are affected, is 
usurping the rights of those property-owners. 
The practice of contractors who have political 
influence in getting assessments levied for the 
purpose of securing contracts was denounced. 
It was shown that at present property-owners 


have by law no power of preventing the levy-. 
Protest followed protest 


ing of assessments. 
in rapid succession and the general spirit 
finally voiced itself in a resolution which aims 
at the passage of an ordinance by the City 


Council which shall require the consent of at 


least two-thirds of the property-owners in- 
volved. 

The meeting was called by, R. C. Givins, who 
is a leading spirit in the association, and while 
not largely attended was in for busitess from 
the start. President Charles S. Thornton 
after rapping the meeting to order stated that 
Mr. Givins had deemed it necessary to take 
some action in the matter of municipal taxa- 
tion and the levying of special assessments. 
He‘said that under the existing order of things 
property-owners are being taxed without their 
consent and sometimes without notice suffi- 
ciently early to allow a fight in the courts. He 
believed the association should insist on a 
change from the present method, whereby a 
minority, at least, of property-owners should 
have a voice in the matter of assessments be- 
fore they had passed the City Council. Mr. 
Thornton called upon the promoter of the new 
idea to state his views. 

Mr. Givins said that since his return to Chi- 
cago he had noticed assessments were piling 
up on every hand. He laid the cause of the 
trouble at the hands of certain contractors, 
who possessed influence with certain Alder- 
men, and who, fortheir -own interests, were 
rushing special assessments through the City 
Council. The first intimation property-owners 
received was aten days’ notice, sometimes 
less, that the matter had been passed and 
woukl come up in the courts for confirmation. 
He thought the citizens of Chicago should 
find out the reason for all this. 


Sidewalks in the Country. 


One of Mr. Givins’ objections was that the 
improvements were often unnecessary for the 

roperty concerned and generally too large. 
Peciaie who supposed they owned property out 
in the country were learning that the land was 
really in the heart of the city and needed 
boulevards and stone sidewalks, ‘‘ for the cows 
to walk on,” as one gentleman had expresse1 
it. He thought a committee should be ap- 
pointed to gize the matter careful attention 
each week and that a petition to stop the 
abuse of property-owners’ rights should be 
sent to the Common Council. 

The Rev. John Larmer did not think the 
abuse could’ be remedied in the City Hall or 
the Common Council. Red tape was used as 
an excuse for putting off persons who sought 
to get their rights protected. He believed the 
abuse would not cease until the State Legis- 
lature had acted upon the matter, and he 
thought a committee from the Taxpayers’ 
Association should seek to secure this end. 

There was a call for J. Irving Pearce. The 
hotel-owner took a position of resignation. 
He thought it was useless to fight except as 
each owner should see fit. This plan he had 
followed for thirty years with varying suc- 
cess, and he feared he should have to con- 
tinue in this way as long as he owned prop- 
erty in the city. He was heartily in favor, 
however, of any steps that could reach the 
Common Council. He told of a piece of prop- 
erty on Fortieth street, from Ogden avenue 
running south, for every twenty-five feet of 
which he was required to pay an assessment 
on a service water-pipe, yet he did not sup- 
pose a building would be erected in five years. 

S. S. Greely presented an emcees state- 
ment. In 1881, he said, property worth $470 
was taxed $26 and in 1892 thesame property 
was valued at $5,476 and taxed $399. :No 
improvement whatever had been made. Im 
1888 forty acres worth $3,360 had been 
taxed $168, but now. paid taxes of $477, al- 
though no improvements had been made. 

Hugh Daley said certain improvements on 
South Park avenue, south of Sixty-third 
street, were made at the request of the Park 
Manor Improvement club. Inquiry, the 
speaker said, revealed that at the head of this 
organization was a contractor and that most 
of the members were in the same business. 

William C. Fricke told of property of his 
that was taxed $260 per fifty feet.

Mr. Givins then presented the following 
resolution, which was unanimously adopted: 

WHEREBAS,A Laeee number of special assessments 
against property in all parts of the city are con- 
tinually being run through the Council without 
_ consent or knowledge of property owners;

W uereras, Owing to the financial depression it 
comes Lard upon people to pay large assessments, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That a committee of eight be ap- 
pointed to draft a petition to the Council aski 
that no further special assessments be ordere 
without the consent of at least two-thirds of the 
owners of property fronting the streets upon 
which the improvements are desired and that the 
said committee report the result of this petition 
at the next meeting of the Tax-payers’ ia- 
tion to:be held after the matter has been consid- 
ered by the Council. 


'- The committee appointed was composed of 
R. C. Givins, Chairman; 8.8. Greely, Will- 
iam C, Fricke, the Rev. John Larmer, Hugh 
Daley, Charles S..Thornton, Aaron B. Meade, 
and Samuel M. Parish. The committee will 
meet Monday morning and draft a resolution, 
which will be presented to the Council Man- 
day evening. | 

The question of rebates on street improve- 
ments where contracts had not been properly 
fulfilled was discussed. The Rev. John Lar- 
mer, Prof. John H. Gray, and Stephen 
Maynard were appointed a committee to wait 
upon Superintendent of Streets McCarthy and 
see what he had done to saree out his promises 
made at his appointment. The next meeti 
of the association will be held March3 an 
the report of the Council committee received.

WHITESIDE LIVED ONCE IN CHICAGO, 


Some Experiences of the Talented Young 
Tragedian. 

It is probably not generally known to the 
public of this city that Mr. Walker Whiteside, 
the young American tragedian, who finished 
a successful four weeks’ engagement at the 
Schiller Theater last night, spent most 
of his younger years. in Chicago. 
He. was born in Logansport, Ind., and came 
to Chicage with his parents when 2 years old. 
His father, T. C. Whiteside, who was elected 
to the bench when 23 years of age, was a 
Judge of the Criminal Court of Cook County 
for nine years. When but a mere chiid young 
Whiteside gave evidences of unusual histrionic 
talent.

TIME FOR WINTER WINDOW GARDENS. 


Hints for the Care of Plants That Spend 
the Season in the House, 

Itisnow time for the midwinter garden. 
Even if the weather is rather severe edch day 
is a little longer than the preceding and the 
sun is constantly growing stronger, and the 
plants that have spent the last few weeks in 
becoming accustomed to their winter quar- 
ters are now ready to begin the active winter 
work of rapid growth and bloom, says 
Arthur’s New Home Magazine. 

It will be important to keep a sharp lookout 
for the various insects. A thorough and sys- 
tematic use of the syringe, giving every part 
of the foliage a generous supply of water, will 
soon conquer the red spider and make the 
o‘her insects so disgusted with their quarters 
that they will probably disappear before there 
is any necessity for using the tobacco tea and 
other remedies which must be resorted to if 
they continue to be persistent. 

in giving the plants fresh air on cold days, 
see that it is allowed to pass to them through 
a heated room, and that the cold air is not 
allowed to biow directly upofi them until the 
chill is taken off. All cracks in.the window 
casings, and other crevices which will admit 
the chilly outdoor air directly on the plants, 
should be securely stopped with newspapers 
or some other convenient material. 

The sand boxes may now be started for the 
slips and cuttings; and all through February 
and March, as the different branches are 
pinched. back to keep the plants shapely, 
stick all the small slips in the moist sand; and 
a surprising amount of well-rooted cuttings 
may thus be secured for bedding out as soon 
as the weather becomes settled in the spring. 

Seed-sowing for early spring bloomimg will 
claim attention in February or arch. 
Keep the soil warm and moist until 
the seeds germinate; but it is impor- 
tant’ that the young seedlings shall 
not be kept too warm or they will 
grow tall and spindling, with little vitality. 
Transplant from the seed pan to the thumb 
pots, and — to larger pots as required, 
and the plants will be sturdy and thrifty, 
ready for immediate blooming when planted 
outside, 

After March 1 the various cactus plants 
may be brought forward into the brightest 


and sunniest positions and the supply of water ' 


increased. From this time on throughout 
the summer the hottest sunshine will not be 
too bright for them if you desire *thrifty 
growth and bloom. Many other plants may 
have an incréased supply of water, with plenty 
of stimulants for the blooming varieties, and 
some nay require repotting.

Some recent researches made by Dr. D. W. 
Prentiss into the nature and uses of pilocar- 
pine, a drug known to the pharmacopeeia for 
but a few years, are of unusual interest to the 
layman. This substance is extracted from 
the leaves of a medium-sized shrub. common 
in Eastern Brazil, and there known as 
‘**jaborandi.”’ From these leaveg there is also 
extracted an essential oil, without value, and 
jaborine. Both pilocarpine and jaborine are 
amber colored and possessed of the same 


chemical! constituents, yet their physiological 


action is diametrically opposite. 

There are three prime physiological actions 
produced by the use of pilocarpine and each 
of these is produced to an extent not possible 
with any other known drug. As a_ sudorific 
or sweat producer Dr. Prentiss found it to be 
most remarkable. The water ran. from all 
parts ofthe body of a patient in little streams, 
being with difficulty kept out of the eyes: The 
patient’s hair, at first perfectly: dry, was in 
five minutes saturated and thereafter could 
not be kept dry. As the profuse sweat was 
offensive in odor the use of the drug in 
cleansing the system of impurities was evi- 
dent. Not only the sweat glands, but those 
of the mouth, eyes. and nose were awakened 
into activity. Inthis way it was estimated 
no less than fourteen pints of fluid matter 
with the accompanying impurities were dis- 
charged as the result of one centigramme of 
pilocarpine administered with the hy podermic 
needle. 

Other characteristics of its marvelous action 
were immediate flushing of the face, dimness 
of vision, excessive nausea, and palpitation of 
the heart to sucha degree that its ** thump- 
ing ’’ could be heard at a distance of six feet, 
with arateas high as 136 beats. F urther 
than this, it was found to be of great value in 
certain diseases of the eye,asa stimulant’ to 
the nerve of the ear, as an antidote in certain 
cases of snake bite, as discovered by Prof. 
Yarrow of the United States National Mu- 
seum, and as an effective and prompt antidote 
for poisoning from belladonna, stramonium, 
and allied poisons. 

Not the least interesting effect of the. con- 
tinued use of this powerful drug is the start- 
ling change that, it will produce in human 
hair. An entirely bald patient, aged 60, on 
whom pilocarpige had been used for defective 
sight, was soon in possession of a full head of 
brown hair. A ‘woman suffering from Bright’s 
disease, aged 72, whose hair and eyebrows 
had been snowy white for twenty years, grew 
before her death an undercovering of biack 
hair, which began to show itself in patches 
throughout the white hair. A diphtheria. pa- 
tient, a fiaxen-naired child, had its hair come 


_out brown from the use of this drug, and in 


other cases pilocarpine has thus held out 
hopes for blondes, the bald-headed, and those 
to whom the gray hairs of age are not an ac- 
ceptable crown.

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Tas New York stock market opened strong 
and declined sharply, The local market was 
also firm at the opening, but the strength did 
not hold. .Sterling rates were firm at un- 
changed quotations. New York exchange 
sold at 30 cents premium,—The leading prod- 
uce markets were steadier, with the buying 
better than the selling. As compared with 
the latest prices of the previous @auy May 
wheat closed %{ cent higher, corn 14 cent 
higher, oats 4{ cent higher, cash rye ‘4 cent 
higher, barley firm, flaxseed steady, May pork 
5 cents higher, lard 21¢ cents higher, and ribs 
74¢ cents higher. The packing at this city 
since Oct. 28 is reported at 1,544,000 hogs, 
against 1.417,000 a year ago and 2,653,000 
two years ago. 
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CUT DOWN THE WAGES. 

The city will have to pinch and scrimp to 
make its revenue meet its expenses this year. 
There will be fewer saloons to furnish money 
this year than there were last. ‘There is also 
a floating debt which ought to be wiped out. 
There is nq economy in paying 6 per cent on 
judgments which ought to have been paid off 
long ago. Noris there any use grumbling 
about low assessraents and the present system 
of taxation. The only thing for the Council 
to do is so to manage the money which the 
city will receive as to do the most possible 
with it. 

In order to provide for the efficient man- 
agement of municipal affairs during the year 
and also to pay’ off as much of the floating 
debt as possible it will be necessary fur the 
Council not merely to. lop off the super- 
numeraries of whom there are a number in 
some departments, but also to make a wage 
reduction of about 20 percent. There are some 
departments whose working force cannot be 
decreased with safety. Considering the area 
and population of the city, there are none too 
many policemen, but if there is no reduction 
of wages it will be necessary to cut off about 
450. It would not be safe to do that. 

If times were good, employment abundant. 
and wages high the. Aldermen would feel a 
natural reluctance to cut down the wages of 
city employés, even if the lack of revenue and 
necessity for economy demanded it. But these 
are hard’ times for everybody and wages have 
fallen everywhere. Even if the financial situ- 
ation of the city were better than itis it would 
be the duty of the Aldermen to reduce wages 
because they have fallen everywhere. All em 
ployers are paying less and the city cannot 
make itself an exception. It must pay the 
market rate for services and no more. What 
money it has must not be wasted in paying 
for services more than’ they are worth. It 


| will not do for the city to pay excessive wages 


to a few and thus put it out of its powerto pay 
reasonable wages to a larger number. 

The wage scale of the Ugited States has 
dropped 20 per centina year. Why it has 
fallen thus is well known. The anticipation 
of a radical change of tariff policy as set 
forth in the Wilson bill has done the mis- 
chief. It makes nodifference what the Alder- 
men think about that bill. They may favor 
it or object to it. Their opinions do not 
change the fact that wages have come down 
and that the city, like all other eniployers, 
must pay less than before. 

The Aldermen will doubtless be less unwill- 
ing to cut down wages when they reflect that 
nearly all of the city employés are stopped 
from complaining. They voted for Cleve- 
land, ** tariff reform,”’ and low wages. They 
approve of the Wilson bill, which has cut down 
wages. It must be assumed, therefore, that 
they are réady to share the common lot and 
will sdbmit uncomplainingly to a reduction 
of their pay. 

SAYS ‘ * PRICES WILL RISE.” 

The London Statist ventures the opinion 
that the long cdntinued fall in prices has 
come to an end, and that a recovery will 
occur in the near future. Prices have been 


} falling for the last twenty years, but with ia- 


tervals of reaction beginning in 1879 and 
1887. It says the causes of the decline were 
the decrease in the gold output, the increase 
in gold consumption, and the demonetization 
of silver, but omits to mention the great 
changes due to diminished costs of production 
and transportation. it says the anticipation 
of a general advance is justified by the fact 
that the production of gold is now on the in- 
crease, while the principal extra demand for 
it has been supplied. For the next few years 
more new gold will be added to the world’s 
stock, and less of it will be urgently wanted 
than in the recent past. 

The present annual production of gold can- 
not be much less than 150 million dollars. 
The United States, Australia, and Russia, 
which were the chief sources of supply pp to 
six or eight years ago, have increased their 
output, partly because of the adoption of bet- 
ter processes and in part-‘on account of more 
extensive railroad communication. Last year 
South Africa produced 26 millions and the 
production increased month by month, that 
of December being the largest on record. The 
introduction of new stamps and the opening 
up of new mines promise a yield of at least 
30 millions for 1894. India and Western 
Australia are new sources of supply. They 
aggregated an output of about five millions 
last year. Exact figures cannut be given, but 
there are good reasons ffor __ believ- 
ing that many. other fields will 
show an increase for 1893. Since 

1885 there has been an increase of about 50 
millions or 50 per cent in the world’s total 
output of gold. The increase for last year 
alone must haye been. nearly 40 millions, and 
the strongest reasons exist for expecting an- 
other very large increase for 1894. It is fair 
to think the rate of augment will be still fur- 
ther expanded before the close of the century. 
It may be taken for granted that countries 
with little credit, such as those of South 
America, Italy, Spain, Greece, and Portugal, 
cannot obtain much gould, or cannot retain it 
if obtained. It is not probable that France 
will add much to its present vast accumula- 
tion, nor Germany either. The same may be 
said of Russia, which is not likely to borrow 
gold for that purpose. It is true that Austria- 
7 Hungary | is still accumulating gold, and 
the United States Treasury wants a consider- 
able amount, but. has large home stocks to 
draw upon. India may attempt to form a 
gold reserve, but there is no reason to expect 
it, and upon the whole it does not seem prob- 
able that the hoarding of gold by the great 
military governments can becarried much 
further. If that be so the consumption of 
gold in the immediate future will be much 
smaller than it has been on an average during 
the last twenty years, while on the other 
hand the supply is being immensely increased. 
That being so, it is rational to conclude that 
the fail in prices is about to come to an end 
and that by and by there will be an upward 
movement. How long that may be delayed 
will depend partly on the action of the gov- 
ernments and partly upon the state of credit, 
but that it must come ere long is *‘ distinctly 
believed ” by the Statist. 

Of course these conciusions are for the com- 
mercial world in general. Hence they are 
not based on considerations of tariff policy in 
the United States and do not take account of 
any change possible to oceur through agita- 
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their transactions on a gold basis.’ But the 
few in the United. States who have demanded 
the free coinage of silver because honestly 
they believed that was necessary to stop & fur- 
ther decline of prices may take heart from 
this stateinent of the conditions and become 
bettef reconciled to the inevitable fact that 
the gold standard has come to stay. 
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TO MAKE ‘WITNESSES TESTIFY. 

Several prominent railroad ofticials have 
reftised to testify before a United States 
grand jury called in this city. It was hoped 
they would give testimony furnishing some 
clew to the rebates: and cuts in rates alleged 
to be made by railroad corporations in favor 
of some of their patrons as against the rest. 
Acting on the advice of counsel the witnesses 
declined to answer thie questions put to them, 
giving asa reason that the testimony might 
incriminate the witness. This was in face of 
the fact that abouta year ago the inter-State 
commerce law was amended to provide that 
no person shall be prosecuted or subjected to 
any penalty or forfeiture on account of any 
transaction concerning which he may testify. 

The position taken by the railroad men is 
that the new law does not furnish ail the pro- 
tection claimed for it. They are said to have 
been advised that: though they cannot be pun- 
ished for any particular action in regard to 
which they may testify, yet such testimony 
might give a pointer upon which other investi- 
gations would lead to punishment for actions 
not admitted by them while on the witness 
stand. The District Attorney is quoted as 
saying that the railroad men simply are tak- 
ing advantage of a pretext and excuse for not 
testifying, and that it will not hold in court, 
as the law bas been made broad enough to 
cover effectually all that is required by the 
Constitution. Hence the court has been asked 
to issue an order compelling the unwilling 
officials to testify or take unpleasant conse- 
‘quences of a further refusal. 

It should seem that the amendment to the 
law covers all the objection that was raised in 
the Counselmam case and that under-it the 
officials may be.compelled to tell saqgne of 
what they know in regard to gross violations 
of the inter-State commerce law. Supposing 
this to be so, nothing will be gained that could 
‘not have been accomplished by making the 
penalty a pecuniary one instead of per- 
sonal, as suggested by Tue Trisune when the 
amendment was under discussion; while if 
the parties cannot be made witnesses the 
whole case is lost. It would have been far 
better to provide for making the carrying 
company pay appropriate damages in each 
¢ instance where discrimination is proved than 
to let the company go free, but punish its 
agents for acts which presumably benefit 
the company far more than its serv- 
ants. If the law provided pecuniary 
redress for any and every person prov- 
ing that he had paid more to a com- 
pany than was charged by it for performing 
the saine service for another, or that the com- 
pany should be obliged to carry for the gen- 
eral public at whatever rate it evolun- 
tarily accepted from one of its patrons, it 
would be to the interest of the company to 
see that its agents did not violate the law. It 
would pay the company better to deal openly 
and above board with the public than to 
wink at lawbreaking by its servants in the in- 
terest of a few favored shippers. . Those serv- 
ants would be given to understand that if they 
were proven to’ have broken jiae law they 
would not have another epportunity for doing 
so in that capacity. ~ 

In other words, the law ought'to make the 
company responsible to the public and leave 
the company te deal with its agents in all 
cases where they do not break the common 
law of the land. In trying to provide for the 
punishment of the agent while making no at- 
tempt to provide punishment for the prin- 
cipal the lawmakers have ‘“ barked up the 
wrong tree,”’ and to this mistake is due the 
trouble experienced in maintaining the rights 
of the public as against the comparatively 
few favored ones who manage always to get 
discriminative rates or rebates. not accorded 
to the ordinary citizen wh® has goods carried 
by rail. Furthermore, the holding of the com- 
panies directly responsible, in some such man- 
ner as here indicated, would be a more power- 
ful gafeguard than any hitherto existing 
against the demoralization of rates that is so 
often complained of as making the business 
temporarily a losing one. For it is notorious 
that those contests which result in the de- 
moralization originate always in the giving of 
secret rebates, which become open ones by 
the fact that they cannot be kept secret any 
longer. As the essential principle sought to 
be established by the passage of the inter- 
State law is the charging of equal rates to all 
for the same amount. of service, it would be 
no hardship on the railroads to permit them 
to make their own rates so long as this. prin- 
ciple was observed. The law fails in its prin- 
cipal object if it do not secure this equality, 
and is likely to fail partially, if not complete- 
ly, so long as it provides for the punishment 
of the agent while allowing the principal to 
go free.

The Council passed 
an ordinance some years ago providing that 
livery stables should not be erected on resi- 
dence streets without the consent of a majority 
of the property-owners in the block. This is 
an excellent ordinance, and it cut up by the 
roots the once flourishing industry of extort- 
ing money by threats to build stables in nice 
neighborhoods. 

The Council has refused, however, on se@V- 
eral oceasions to preventthe planting of se- 
loons on residence streetg against the consent 
of the neighbors, the value of whose property 
is lessened thereby. The saloon interest hae 
been so powerful that the Aldermen have left 
the property-owners defenseless. The Coun- 
cil has provided that a frame house shall not 


be moved from its old site and planted in a 


new one without the consent of the property- 

owners, but has done nothing to prevent the 
erection of the most undesirabie structures— 
a warchouse ora blacksmith shop, for instance 
—in a first-class residence neighborhood, 
though the manifest object may be revenge 
or blackmail. There should be an ordinance 
covering these points and giving to property- 
owners protection to which they are entitled 
without forcing them to go into the courts 
for it. 

‘The Corporation Counsel is of the opinion 
that the city may refuse Wren a permit for 
his warehouse on the ground that the granting 
permission to erect such a‘building in such a 
place would be harmful to the city, for, by 
lowering the taxable value of adjoining prop- 
erty, it would lessen the revenues of the city. 
Whether that is good law or not does not mat- 
ter muchin this case. Refusals to grant a 
permit for any reason will drive Wren into 
the courts for his permit and there the whole 
question can be considered. And when it is 
shown there that the sole object Wren had in 
applying for a permit was to damage the 
property of another the court unquestionably 
will decline to assist him to get his revenge. 

But what is wanted most is an ordinance 
protecting the owners of residence property 
against all such forays as that contemplated 
by Wren. The saloons should be kept out 
when they are not. wanted, and so should all 
business structures which lower the value of 
adjoining property. It is impossible to give 
protection against cheap flats or undesirable 
tenants, but there is much the Council can do 
to guard property-owners against revenge or 
blackmail, and it ones to do it. 


THE PLIGHT OF THE PRINCESS COLONNA. 

The plight in which the Princess Colonna, 
stepdaughter of Mr. John W. Mackay, finds 
herself and the troubles which have followed 
her marriage to the Italian Prince should be 
a significant lesson to American girls who are 
ambitious to marry fora title. It is doubtful 
whether they will heed the moral of the les- 
son, for title hunting has become such a pas- 
sionate pursuit with many of them that they 
are willing to encounter any risks in the ac- 
com plishment of their mad and shallow pur- 
pose. Nevertheless the leseon should be read 
to them and the almost exceptional outcome 
of this mania should be pointed out. 

Miss Mackay met the Prince Colonna, a 
descendant of the Colonna family famed for 
its turbulence in the old days and its feuds 
with rival factions, while she was on a tour in 
Italy. The Prince pressed his suit upon the 
specious plea that he was in love with her and 
that it was not her money that he wanted. It 
matters little now whether she was deceived 
or not by him. She married him in Paris in 
18838. It was a brilliant wedding, and the 
details of the pageant were spread abroad 
luxuriously in the papers. They settled in 
Naples. It was not long before her husband 
appeared in his true light. He was dissolute 
and a gainbler—and a dishonorable gambler 
at that. He squandered her income and ran 
into debt. Mr. Mackay discharged these obli- 
gations for the shke of the family until he 
became tired of it. Then Colonna begqame 
abusive, if not brutal, in his treatment of his 
wife. She endured it until last October, 


when sho left him and brought suit for sep-" 


aration. The Prince meanwhile obtained a 
writ in Naples demanding that she return to 
her home or that he be appointed guardian 
of the three children. In the action for 
separation at Paris the court made an 
order giving the children provisionally into the 
custody of the father, and further decided that 
the Prince was only actionable in Naples and 
that it was for the courts of that city to settle 
the question of the care of the children pend- 
ing a final decision in the matter. It was 
further ordered that the children be given 
over to the Prince within twenty-four hours, 
and in the event of a failure to comply with 
the order the Princess should be fined 300 
francs daily for three months, If at the end 
of that time she continues to disobey the 
order the court declared it would take 
stronger measures to enforce it, and mean- 
while condemned her to pay the cost of the 
action. The order of the court has not been 
enforced, as the Princess secretly took her 
children and herself out of ifs jurisdiction by 
coming to this country with them. What will 
be the outcome cannot at present be affirmed. 
Under the terms of our extradition treaty 

ith France kidnaping is notan extraditable 
offense, but the matter is different in the case 
of our relations with Italy, and as the Prince 
has gone to Napleato take steps to regain 
possession of the children the end of this do- 
mestic bitterness is not yet. If a judgment 
shall be obtained in the Naples court and the 
Italian Government shall make a requisition 
for the children it is difficult to see how it can 
be disregarded, since the extradition treaty 
with that government includes kidnaping of 
minors **for any unlawful purpose,”’ and the

American girls who had married for title and 
who in nearly every case had fared no_ better 
than she had done—some of them even worse. 
She had every reason to expect, judging by 
precedent, that her marriage would turn out 
exactly as it did. If she 
passionate in her chase fora title she would 
have stopped to consider whether the - title 
was worth the cost she would have to pay 
for it and the marital misery and 
anxiety that would accompany the purchase. 
She would have remembered that most con- 
tinental noblemen who make a profession of 
pursuing American heiresses are impecunious, 
often dissolute, and nearly always gamblers. 
She would have reflected on the wretched 
plight in which nearly every American girl 
has found herself who bought titles from 
these princely roués, gamblers, and paupers. 
But the trouble is that in such cases the re- 
flections come too late. Unwarned by the ex- 
perience of others and fascinated with 
tempting bauble she is willing to pay any 
price and take any risk to get it.

The 
story is full of warnings to American girls with 
money, but it will pass unheeded.

42 “ BPIDEMIC ECONOMY.” 

Under this title the Manufacturing Jeweler 
discusses the effects of such action as was 
taken by the jewelers’ associations of New 
York and Chicago in foregoing their annual 
banquets this year and bestowing upon the 
destitute what the celebrations would have 
cost them. It admits that the decision does 
credit to the hearts of the gentlemen compos- 
ing those organizations, but doubts if it does 
as much credit to their heads. It questions 
the propriety of setting examples of rigid 
economy in times of industrial distress, since 
the best cure for such distress is to set money 
in circulation through channels which involve 
the employment of labor and the consump- 
tion of material to be replaced by other labor. 
Every item of expenditure that is foregone 
deprives somebody of work just at the time 
when work is scarce and aids in making hard 
times the harder, It claims it is the duty of peo- 
ple of ample fortunes to spend money even 
more lavishly than before and people who 
have not an.ple fortunes ought to give freely 
of their means to the unfortunate, but also 
should do everything in their power to make 
business good and encourage others to liberal 
expenditure. The paper does not lift itself 
above the suspicion of ‘‘ shop”’ in stating that 
every gold necklace purchased, every silver 
service transferred from shop to sideboard 
helps to lift the jewelry business once more to 
a self-sustaining plane, yet the reference may 
be forgiven by those who know that in times of 
financial stringency involving industrial dis- 
tress the jeweler is one of those who feel 
most heavily the change of conditions in the 
shape of shrinking patronage. 

It is true that the more money spent “by 
millionaires and those of smaller fortunes at 
such times the better it is for the country and 
the people. But also it is true that the spend- 
ing of the money in the employment of use- 
ful labor, as distinguished from that which is 
more exclusively ornamental or caters to the 
cultivated appetite, does the most good. The 
giving of a dinner may set in motion a num- 
ber of cooks and waiters who otherwise would 
be idle, but-it does not materially diminish 
the total food supply, while only a small part 
of the amount paid out for wines and other 
delicacies is paid for domesticlabor. Almost 
none of it would be so paid but for the fact 
that the great majority of the consumers 
falsely fancy they are paying for a foreign 
product when they are consuming a home 
made article which might be purchased for 
much less if sold on its real merits. 

So the claim that the giving of big dinners 
ought not to be suspended in times of strin- 
gency must be taken with several grains of al- 
lowance, Only a few cents out of each dol- 
lar paid for public dinners and balls goes to 
the wages account, while if the sum that 
would have been so laid out is directly de- 
voted to the relief of the poor and the -desti- 
tute nearly every cent on the dollar goes to 
the alleviation of actual suffering. That is 
the difference, and it isan important one, It 
ought not to be ignored in the discussion of 
the relative merits of the two courses .of ac- 
tion under review, since that relative merit 
must be determined by the percentages of tho 
total expenditure which would go to the re- 
lief of the most needy ones under the two ar- 
rangements. 

MAKE THEM CLEAR THE STREETS. 

The accumulations of snow due to the storm 
of last Monday are causing much trouble. 
The street railroad companies cleared their 
tracks by throwing the snow into long mount- 
ainous ranges on each side of the thorough- 
fare, and most of it has remained there, the 
stuff having been hauled away from but small 
areas, chiefly those in the business heart of 
the city. Residents along the lines have pro- 
tested, but to little purpose, though subject to 
great annoyance and no small amount of 
business loss. Delivery wagons unable to ap- ~ 
proach stores, and churches practically closed 
to carriage visitors, including those whu come 
in funeral processions, are among the an- 
noyances complained of as entailed upon in- 
nocent citizens by. the offending street car 
companies. 

Several fights between employés of the 
companies and citizens who felt they were 
being outraged have been narrowly avoided. 
In some cases the people undertook to throw 
the snow back on the traaks and met with re- 
sistance, the police beimg called in to preserve 
the peace between the contending parties. 
There may be a doubt as to the right of ‘the 
citizen to thus strike back, but none as to his 


right to protection by the city authorities 


against a blockade or his ability to obtain 
redress by appeal toa court 6f law. On the 
latter point the street car officials seem to be 
agreed, and they have signified their intention 
to abolish the nuisance, though it must be 
confessed they have gone about the work in 
very leisurely fashion where they have under- 
taken it at all. 

A few more days of thaw would diminish 
the snow-piles to small dimensions if un- 
touched by pick and shovel, but what re- 
mained of them would be a nuisance all the 
same. The snow gathers soot and other im- 
purities from the atmosphere above it, and is 
made a receptacle for untold quantities of 
rubbish from nearer the street level. Towards 
the last it smells abominably and looks bad, 
while if the last stage be the soft one the 
slushy mass is a nuisance in other ways,which 
need not be described. There is still another 
danger attending the “let alone” policy as 
applied to snow heaps in the streets. A rapid 
thaw accompanied by rain may flood the 
thoroughfares, because the watery mess is 
formed faster than the sewers can carry it off, 
and besides the unpleasantness the condition 
is one that favors the spread of disease. * 

The mischief in the last case is the greatest* 
possible where the snow banks line the sides 
of the streets, as then they cover up the sur- 
face gutters and biock the openings to the 
sewers into which the stuff ought to escape. 
The piling up of snow between the middle of 
the street and the sidewalk is really the most 
dangerous disposition that can be made of it, 
The stuff ought not to be allowed to be placed 
there except as a mere temporary arrange.

If it does not they should be talked to through 
the legal medium provided for such cases and 
made to pay damages to the full extent 
named in the ordinance, The companies have 
no right to obstruct the public thoroughfares 
in order to facilitate their own businese. They 
exact every cent the ordinances authorize 
them to collect, and always they shirk the 6b- 
ligations of those ordinances which would en- 
tail any expense uponthem. They always are 
asserting their rights and avoiding the per- 
formance of their duties. It requires a firm 
hand and vigorous action to bring them to 
time. Mayor Hopkins should “ experiment”’ 
with them. Wholesome firmness now will 
save him a great deal of trouble in the future 
and will adda considerabie sum to the funds 
at the disposal of the Controller, into the bar- 
gain,

Tue attention of the people of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward—the Republicans especially—is 
called to the following statement set forth in 
the local columns of Tus Trisune yesterday:

Are Farmers bennaanun by the Wilson Bill? 

“Who are the poor farmers, and where are 
they found?” asked a Congressman in his speech 
a few weeks ago. And he responded to his own 
query by saying: “They are found in the sec- 
tions of the Union where the States are given up 
almost wholly to agriculture; they are found in 
localities where the market for their produce is 
hundreds and perhaps thousands of miles away 
from the place where it is raised,”’ 

The farmers of Lllinois are in close touch with 
the great industries of Chicago, Joliet, Wauke- 
gan, Peoria, Springfield, and other cities. Are 
they benefited by those industries or otherwise? 
Will they get an increased net gain per annum 
by the decrease in the wages of the men em- 
ployed in the industries of the State—which must 
come under the Wilson bill—even though from 
such a decrease and from importations they be 
able to get their lumber, hardware, tools, ma-— 
chinery, etc., at lower prices than before? 

Suppose it possible to continue all the facto- 
ries in Illinois in operation will the net outcome 
to the farmer be a profit ora loss from the re- 
duced cost of the goods produced and the re 
duced ability of the operatives to purchase | 
consume? 

If the Congressman quoted is correct how pet 
better off will the farmers of Iowa, Kansas, Min- 
nesota, etc., be if a majority of their products 
have to be shipped to either the Pacific or Atlantic 
coast for export, instead of being consumed 
at intermediate points where manufacturing 
industries have built up an immense consuming 

population? If Liverpool fixes the price of agri- 
cultural products, and if that be the market to 
which in the future the farmers must look as an 
outlet for the greater part of their produce, is it 
possible that the net price—after deducting the 
cost of transportation—will be more favorable 
for the farmer than what he presently receives 
comparatively at his own door? 

If it be so it can only comefrom one of three 
causes or a combination thereof: 

1. That his cost df production is decreased be- 
cause his cost of machinery and the rates that 
he pays for labor are decreased. 

2. Because the cost of transportation to the 
seaboard and across the Atlantic is decreased, 
which decrease will have to come out of the priee 
paid to labor, or 

3. Because the unloading of an increased 
quantity of produce upon.the Liverpool market 
produces.the unheard of result of an advance in 
price.

is Dante Gabriel Rossetti’s **The House of 
Life,’ which now, to quote a part of the title 
pages, ‘‘ Is For the First Time Given in Its 
Full Text.”’ The publishers, Messrs. Cope- 
land & Day of Boston, preface cheir tasteful 
work with the following note: 

The one hundred and three sonnets and eleven 
lyrics with which Dante Gabriel Rossetti chose 
to build his ** House of Life” are here set forth 
according to their obvious design. Those used 
in the volume . BDCCCLAL. ee yt se oe 
duceti as they then appeared, not as they have 
appeared since in the volume of MDCCCLXXXI. 
The deplorable’ circumstance 1s well known 
which led to the too sensitive withdrawal of one, 
of the sequence and to the revision of others: 
mistaken sucrifice of beauty to a mistakenly im- 
vosed ideal. The makers of this edition revert 
. choice to the poet's original) plan of work. 
As “The House of Life” stood, in Rossetti’s 
mind, so it stands once again.in its innocence and 
perfection. 


“ Thus it is the whirligig of time brings in 
its revenges,”’ ‘&%s the Clown in ‘Twelfth 


’ Night’ would say; but with more prompti- 


tude than is customary with the aforesaid 
whirligig. It is hardly a quacter of a century 
since Dante Gabriel Rossetti, born to the En- 
giish tongue, but born with an Italian soul, 
and dowered with the twin gifts of the poet 
ard the painter, published his principal 
poems, prominent among which was his love- 
ly series of sonnets entitled *‘The House of 
Life,”’ and brought upon himself an onslaught 
of Philistine fury. 

The attack was led in thé Contemporary 
Review by Robert’ Buchanan, who in an arti- 
cle entitled ‘‘ The Fleshly School of Poetry ”’ 
worried the new singer as a Northern crow 
might mangiea Southern singing bird. He 
raised the cry of ‘‘ immorality,’”’—the cry 
which is potent above all others to arouse the 
wrath of Mrs. Grundy, whose prejudices, by 
the way, are notoriousi!y more sensitive than 
her perceptions. Nastiness was the burden 
of his story; and like a literary detective he 
used his native sense of smell to ferret out 
every line in the poems that could lend color 
to his accusation. His charge rested princi- 
pally, however, on a single sonn¢t, which sepa- 
rated from the gontext and printed in italics 
made out an apparently strong case against 
Mr. Rossetti; and the latter was forced to re- 
call his work and suppress the obnoxious son-, 
net, which. however imprudent it might have 
been. was in no respect indecent. The noble 
old Greek motto, **To the pure all. things are 
pure,” is now as it has abways been to a cer- 
tain class of intellects. 

An interesting volume might be written 
with the title of ** The Brutalities and Banali- 
ties of British Criticism.’’ The days when 
critics dared to dogmatize are happily gone 
forever. John Keats had 
Tennyson had his ** Crusty Christopher,”’ and 
Dante Gabriel Rossetti bud his Rebert Buch- 
anan. Rossetti died in 1882 and Buchanan 
is still living—a disappointed dramatist and a 
disappointed versifier who-has degenerated 
into a sort of literary scold—one who de- 
serves being ducked in a village pond after 
the fashion that prevailed in New England 
some two centuries ago. He has recenély 
published a metrical effort in which he sat- 
irizes all prominent English writers, hurting 
no one so much as himself by his exhibition 
of ill temper. 

In penning the attack on Rossetti in 1870 
Mr. Buchanan took the pseudonym of 
Thomas Maitland, and while exciting vulgar 
prejudices against Rossetti he took occasion 
to laud a modest poet named Robert Buchan- 
an. On reading the article nowadays, know- 
ing the identity of the author, one knows not 
which is mere reprehepsible—the fatuity 
which heaps oblogqguy on _ Rossetti or 
the egotism which advertises’ and puffs 
| the productions of one Robert Buchanan.

Rossetti Has been fortunate in findi 
such biographers as William Sharp an 
Hall Caine; they were both sympathetic 
and appreciative; but a long time will elapse 
before the bulk of the en, Fe reading public 
will lift the author of **’ House of Life 
to the high place he will ultimately attain in 
English poetry. One of bis biographers has 
well said: ** Those who had never met him or 
had never, heard of his personality would dis- 
cern @ man with an acute, even painfully 
acute, sensibility, with a passionate 

of the beautiful, with a habit of 

introspection and a_ tendency 

succuinb to morbid inn pulses, 
with an occasional passion and vehemence 
startling in its suddenness, and while of an 
essentially spiritual nature, foreed by bent of 
genius into a poetic expression wherein sensu- 
ous images and symbolism are preéminent.”’ 
In that sentence as in a nutshell is the secret 
which made Rossetti a stranger to his own 
country and generation. ‘lhe sensuous 
was to him a_i gate of ivory leading 
to the spiritual. One of his greatest 
pictures, ~ Beata Beatrix,” is now 
in the possession of a Chicagoan, and is on 
exhibition at the Art Institute, a notice of it 
having appeared in Tue Tripunz of Sunday, 
Feb, 11. The subjectis simple enough—a 
three-quarter length figure of a,woman whose 
head has fallen slightly backward upon her 
snoulders in sleep, which one feels will soon 
be that of death. Fluttering in front of her 
is a crimson bird bearing a poppy in its 
mouth; behind her a sun dial; while in the 
distance of the Florentine streets stand Dante 
and the Angel of Love watching.

A few facts of the poet-painter’s life may 
give a chic to his sadness and a mystery to his 
career: Iie was the son of un Italian political 
refugee who took a professorship in one of 
the colleges of London and who with a 
strange prevision named his son after the 
great poet of Italy. Dante Gabriel Rossetti 
was three-fourths Italian in blood and only 
one-fourth English. This alone would have 
made hitn a foreigner in spirit to the masses 
of the English even if he had not been mis- 
represented in criticism like other fine spirits 
in art and literature. He saw before 
him a divided artistic duty; part he de- 
voted to painting and part to poetry. 
He was one of thé founders of the pre- 
Raphaelite school in painting in 1849, his 
associates being J. E, Millais and W. Holman 
Hunt. All readers of Ruskin are familiar 
with the objects of the school which was in 
main a revolt against British prose and com- 
monplaceism. The apostles grew broader 
than. their own gospel, but the school as a pro- 
test served its purpose at a sordid ,time., 
In 1860 Rossetti was married to Elizabeth 
Eleanor Siddal, the woman who became in 
poetry his Beatrice and in painting his con- 
stant model. She died two years afterwards, 
and Rossetti’s later years were devoted to the 
idealization of her memory in art. The story 
is too familiar to be rehearsed of how he 
buried the manuscripts of his poems in 
her :coffin, and in 1869 was prevailed 
on by his friends to exhume them. 
The morbidity which tinges all his works 
both in rhyme and color was an essential part 
of his nature; circumstances developed. it, 
and the chloral habit to which he was ad- 
dicted intensified it in his later years. He 
had the *‘defeets of his qualities,” as Shaks- 
peare would put it; a great colorist in paint- 
ing he was defective in drawing; rich in music 
as a poet he went to extremes in exotic 
forms of verse; but to class him as a 
sensualist as hé was by Buchanan 
and the Philistine school is one of the out- 
rages which deface the record of British criti- 
cism. ‘** The House of Life,” which has re- 
called to memory the indignities that Rossetti 


‘suffered when alive, is perhaps the third 


great series of love sonnets in the English 

language. In the first rank are Shakspeare’s 

sonnets to the Dark Lady; in the second 

one would put Elizabeth Barrett Browning’s 

**Sonnets from the Portuguese ’’; and next 

beyond cavil are those that make up *“ The 

House of Life.” It seems inconceivable that 

prosaic minds can take his sensuous symbol- 

ism in a literal sense, as in the following, 

which is quoted almost at random: 

OQ, thou who at love’s hour ecstatically 

Unto my lips dost evermore present 

The body and blood of love in sacrament: 

Whom I have neared and felt thy breath to be 

The inmost incense of his sanctuary ; 

Who without speech hast owned him, and intent 

Upon his will! thy life with mine hast blent, 

And murmured o’er the cup, Remember me! 

O, what from thee the grace, for me the prize, 

And what to love the glory—when the whole 

Of the deep stair thon treadst to the dim shoal 

And weary water of the place of sighs, 

And there dost work deliverance, as thine eyes 

Draw up my prisoned spirit to tyy soul.

Everyone who has inspected the club-house 
of the association will admit that its exterior 
is striking and unique in this country, while 
the arrangements within, the furnishings, ap- 
pliances, and accommodations are not sur- 
posses by any athleticclub-housein the world. 

t has come up te its present standard through 
fiery tribulation, the building having been in- 
ternally wiped out by fire justas it was first 
approaching completion. And now dissen- 
sions have arisen, which is a pity. 

The association has an indebtedness various- 
ly stated. Somesay it is over $100,000; 
some say that it is $65,000. Either is more 
than it ought to be, say the contingent which 
has run out the ‘“ Members’ Opposition’’ 
ticket, and the members who have indorsed 
this ticket, as well as the candidates them- 
selves are pledged, if the ‘** Opposition” wins, 
to wipe out the indebtedness within a reason- 
ably short time, and to put the association 
where it should be, beyond financial embar- 
rassment.

The membership 
has advanced from 337,409 to 342,507, the Sun- 
day-school scholars from 487,801 to 495,284, and 
the pastors in charge of churches from 1858 to 
1881. There are twenty-two more churches and 


twenty-three more chapels, providing 4,416 addi- 
tional sittings. 


The total circulation of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society last year was 4,049,755 
copies. Add to this the total number’ circulated 
by the American Bible Society (1,394,865 copies) 
and the National Bible Society of Scotland (678, 
261 copies), and add to these totals the circula- 
tion of some sixty other bible societies, and the 
sales of the great trade Bible houses and the re- 


sult shows an increasing demand for the script- 
ures.

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Mr. Rossetti was much in the same condi- 
tion when he published his poems in 1870 as 
Sculptor St. Gaudens occupies nowadays to- 
wards the bourgeoisie of the United States. 
One culls a few extracts from ‘*The Fleshly 
School of Poetry’’ to which Mr. Buchanan 
appended the name of Thomas Maitland: 


We question if there is anything in the unfortu- 
nate ‘* Poems and Baliads”’ [by Swinburne] quite 
so questionable on the score of thorough nasti- 
ness as many piecesin Mr. Rossetti’s collection. 
Mr. Swinburne was wilder, more outrageens, 
more blasphemous, and his subjects were more 
atrocious in themselves; yet the hysterical tene 
slew the animalism, the furiousness of epithet 
lowered the sensation, and_the first feeling of 
disgust at such themes as ‘* Laus Veneris”’ and 
** Anactoria "’ faded away into comic amazement. 
It Was only a little mad _boy letting off squibs; 
not a great strong man who might be really dan- 
gerous to society. “ I wilt be naughty !" screamed 
the little boy, but after all what did it matter?

The Market Opens Strong, afd Selis Off 


No Demand fer Sécurities=North Chi- 
cago Street Railroad Stovkholders Want 
Information=They Are Curious to Know 
Just What Is the Relation Between the 
Notth Side Uempany and the North- 
western Elevated Ratlroad. 


The public is not ready to come into the 
market.

It is not known just how long Washington 
occupied this building, but some time after 
his arrival in Cambridge he removed his 
headquarters to the house of John Vassall, a 
fugitive loyalist, known later as the Craigie 
House, and still later as the residence of 
Henry W. Longfellow. Few private houses in 
the United States are so well known as this 
old residence or so often described by affec. 
tionate antiquarians and enthusiastic pil- 
grims. Its age, as compared with that of 


other Cambridge houses, is not great. _ It was 
built in 1759.

After Vassall’s flight the house was next oc- 
cupied by Col. John Glover,a bold little 
Marblehead soldier, who quartered some of 
his troops in the spacious structure. 

The southeast room on the first floor Wash- 
ington took for his study.

streets. It.was later on the residence of Col. 
Burr. Here Washington remained until the 
evacuation in September, when he removed 
to the Roger Morris House, Harlem Heights. 
This house, which is still standing, in the old 


days was three miles north of the Village of 
Harlem and about a mile and a half south of 
Fort Washington. It was erected by Col. 
Roger Morris, a strong loyalist. The present 
location of the building is almost opposite the 
intersection of Tenth avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-first street with the old Kings- 
bridge road.

From’ the 
time Washington left Valiey Forge until the 
early fall he was more or less constantly on 
the move and in the field,.except from July 
22 to Sept. 16, durmg which period he 
occupied his old headquarters at White 
Plains. On Oct. 3 his headquarters were at 
Fishkill, N. Y.,. at the house of Col. John 
Bickerhoff. This house is still standing and 
remains unaltered.’ It was built in 1738 and 
is now in the possession of Alfred White. An- 
other house occupied by Washington at Fish- 
kili was the residence of Col. Derrick Bicker- 
hoff, a nephew of the former. This house is 
still standing. 

Early in December,

Although distinctively a German game 
bowling has, during the last few sn, at- 
tained wonderful popularity among Ameri- 
cans of all classes.

For 
hours at a time the players become immersed 
in the mysteries of ** strikes ” and “ spares ”’ 
and night after night they return to the alley 
merely to go through the routine of rolling the 
big balls. The first game won bya novice is 
sure to make him a lifelong devotee of the 
sport, and so long as he has strength to hold@ 
ball in his hands he may be counted on as 
ready to take part in a game at any time. 

There are two bowling clubs for which reg 
ular nights are reserved at the North Side 
Turner Hall, the Eastern meeting Mondays 
and the Athletics every Saturday. In the 
Eastern club are enrolled Charles Saenger, 
George Bowker, Gottlieb Chote, Fred Preu, 
Fred Huethwohl, M. L. Mayer, William 
Mayer, Ed Farrar, George Pletzbach, William 
Kallenbach, Charles _ Hett,-H.Heyder, Fred 
Walsh, and Ed Reinhold.

No. I. isa two-pin break, and requires a 
delicate cut of pin 5, which is touched lightly 
on the left side with a ball. delivered from the 
right side, but with a slight twist to left. If 
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the 5 pin is properly hit it will slide diagonal. 
ly across the alley and topple the 10 pin. 

In No. Il. three pins, 5, 8, and 10, are 
left standing after the break. A straight ball 
is bowled up the center, touching the 5 pin 
lightly on the left side and sending that pin 
against No. 10, asin shot No.1. The 8 pin 
is knocked down by the ball, as the slightest 
deflection resulting from contact with pin 5 
sends the sphere straight at pin 8. 

No. III. represents a very hard four-pin 
break and one in which considerable luck 
is necessary. It is only made by sending a 
straight ball at the 6 pin, cutting it on the 
right side and sending it against 8, which in 
turn knocks 7 down. The ball glances from 
6 and hits 10, completing the spare. 

In No. IV. is shown a shot very siniilar to 
the previous one except that only three pins 
are left standing and the 6 pin is ** cut”’ so as 
to send it diagonally across the alley to 7, the 
ball continuing on and knocking down 10. 

No. V. is apparentiy a very easy position, 
but is regarded by bowlers asa very exasper- 
ating break. Instead of using a straight bull, 
which would probably knock pin 2 to one 
side, the ball is started from the right with a 
slight twist to the left, hitting pin 2 full and 
sending it flying against pin &. 

When the three pins, 5, 9, and 10,. are left 
as in No. VI., an expert will make the stroke 
by a straight ball from the center, touching 
the 5 pin lightly on the left center side, 
knocking it against 9, which in turn collides 
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with pin 10. This shot, however, requires 
such delicacy of touch that one success to 
oe failures would be considered good 
work. 

Almost a year ago a novelty in bowling al- 


nothing else than the substitution of slate for 
maple in the construction of the alley. One 
of the greatest difficulties in the way of accu- 
rate bowling has been the unevenness with 
which the wood flooring of the alley has worn 
away. Attempts have been madeto substi- 
tute compositions of one kind or another, us- 
ually containinga large amount of asphalt, 
but none of them has proved successful be- 
cause of the impossibility of securing a sur- 
face sufficiently smooth. About a year 
ago a patent was applied for by Nichol- 
as Stoll of this city for a slate bowl- 
ing alley, and the first alley constructed under 
his specifications was built at No. 176 Madi- 
son street. Though this alley has been in 
constant use for nearly twelve months there 
is not the slightest sign of wear on the sur- 
face, and it has proved so popular with bowl- 
ers that the other three alleys in the room 
have just been relaid with slate. 

It requires fourteen slates, each five feet 
long by thirty-two inches in width, to make 
an alley of the standard size. These slates 
are fastened to wooden frames and laid on a 
bed of cement more than six inches in thick- 
ness. The slates are edged with plank, and 
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of course the gutters are also made of wood, 
covered with rubber cushions, 

One of the firat objections madeto the use 
of slate was that it was thought that the slabs 
would crack when a ball was dropped on 
them, and that the alley would therefore be a 
costly one to operate. It was found, however, 
that there was but little danger from this 
source, as it required the full strength of a 
bowler throwing a nine-inch ball to fracture 
one of theslabs. The main wearcomes on the 
first two or three slates, while those at the end 
of the alley should last for many years. The 
only wear on them being that of the balls roll- 
ing over them, this isso slightas not to be 
worth notice. 

When a heavy ballis dropped on an alley 
there is, of course, a good deal of wear on the 
flooring, but as a rule the heavy balls are 
rolled and not dropped, and the surface is 
therefore left intact. Arrangements are made 
when it is deemed necessary to prevent a 
bowler from throwing a heavy ball on the 
alley by placing a guard made of a half-inch 
iron rod across the alley about twelve feet 
from where the bowler should stop. This 
guard will stop any one from making a bad 
break in smashing a slate, and will keep the 
bowlers down to business. 

Ordinary wooden alleys require renewal 
about once in five years, but the slate alleys 
Judging from the test of the last year, will 
easily last a lifetime. So far the experience 
of the bowlers who have used the new alley is 
that much more accurate work can be done 
than on any wood floored alley, except one 
that has just been laid. ‘here is no chance of 
warping or of the forming of gutters by the 
constant rolling of the bails on a certain line, 
In the course of the experiments made to test 
the slates, it has been discovered that a blow 
from a heavy ball may fracture a piece from 
the under side of a slate and yet there will be 
no sign of injury at the point on which the 
ball fell. So far Chicago possesses the only 
slate alleys in existence, but now that the ex. 
periment has proved a success it is probable 
that they will come into general use through-

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DUE TO WASHINGTON. 


ORIGIN OF THE OODE OF MANNERS 
‘GOVERNING PRESIDENTS. | 


Etiquette That Rules Society in the Capi- 
tal Formulated by the Father of His 
Country, Assisted by John Adams and 
Thomas Jefferson=Queer Restrictions 
for the Guidance of Official Circlese 
Books on Subject of Good Form<—Amus- 
ing Advice to Ladies and Gentlemen, 

It is not generally known that George Wash- 
ington originated official etiquette at the na- 
tional capital. Driven to desperation by the 
free and easy manners of the people who 
thronged his house in New York from early 


morn to all hours of the night, even invading. 


Mrs. Washington’s private apartments 
before she was out of bed, the Fa- 
ther of His Country recognized the im- 
mediate need of a code of manners 
not only for the preservation of social de- 
cency but for the transaction of official busi- 
ness. As there was absolutely no precedents 
on which to fall back, May 17, 1789, one 
month after his inauguration, the President 
wrote to Vice-President Adams, John Jay, 
and Alexander Hamilton asking for advice. 
The combined intellect of these men cre- 
ated the code of manners which still prevails. 
The very day he received the President's note 
John Adams presented his ‘‘humble opin- 
ion on the points proposed for his considera- 


tion.” 
That humble opinion was as follows: 


Intercourse with the people. That an associa- 
tion with all kinds of company and a total se- 
clusion from society are extremes which; in the 
actua! circumstances of this country, and under 
our form of,government, may be properly avoid- 
ee 

Adaptation to popular forms, The system of 
the President will gradaaly develop itself in 
practice, without any formal communication to 
the Legislature or publication from the press, 
Paragraphs in the public prints may, however, 
appear from time to time, without any formal 
authority, that may lead and reconcile the pub. 
lic mind. got 

Visits of compliment. Considering the number 
of strangers from many countries and of citizens 
from various States who will resort to the seat 
of government, it is doubted whether two days in 
a week will not be indispensable for visits of 
compliment. A little experience, however, will 

lucidate this point. : 

4 Personal siedtonse. Under the fourth head it 
is submitted to consideration whether all, per- 
sonal applications ought not to made, in the 
first instance, to a Minister of State. Yet an ap- 
peal should be open by petition to the President, 
who, if he judges the subject worthy of it, may 
admit the party to a personal interview. Access 
to the Supreme Magistrate not to be rigorously 
denied in any case that is worthy of considera- 
tion. Nevertheless, in every case the name, 
quality, and when these are not sufficient to raise 
a presumption in their favor, their business ought 
to be communicated to a chamberlain or gentle- 
man in waiting; who should jndge whom: to ad- 
mit and whom to exclude. Some limitation of 
time may be necessary, too; for example, from 
eight to nine or ten: for without it the whole 
forenoon or the whole day may be taken up. 


As to Presidential Functions, 


Invitations. There is no doubt that the Presi- 
dent may invite what official characters, mem- 
bers of Congress, strangers or citizens of distinc- 
tion he pleases, in small parties, without excit- 
ing clamors, but this should be done without for- 
mality. 

Public entertainments inappropriate. The en- 
tertainments mentioned in this article would 
much more properly be made by a Minister 
of State for Wascien or Domestic Affairs, or some 
other Minister of State or the Vice-President, 
whom, upon such occasions, the President, in his 

rivate character, might honor with his presence. 

ut in no case whatever can I conceive it proper 
for the President to make any formal public en- 
tertainment. 

May receive informal visits. There can be no 
impropriety in the President’s making or receiv- 
ing informal visits among his friends or acquaint- 
ances at his pleasure. ndress and a few at- 
tendants will sufficiently show that such visits 
are made as aman, a citizen, a friend, or ac- 
quaintance. Butin no case whatever should a 
visit be made or returned in form by the Presi- 
dent; at least, unless an Emperor of Germany or 
some other sovereign should travel to this 
country. The President's pleasure should abso- 
lutely decide concerning his attendance at tea 
parties in a private character; and no genfleman 
or lady ought ever to complain if he never or 
rarely ever attends. The President’s private life 
should be at his own discretion, and the world 
should respectfully acquieses. rs 

As President he should have no intercourse 
with society but upon public business or at his 
levees. This Wistinction, it is with submission 
+ gaa gr ought to govern the whole con- 

uct. ‘ 

President's journeys. A tour might, no doubt 
be made with great advantage to the public if 
the time can be spared; but it will naturally be 
considered, as foreign Ministers arrive eve 
and the business of the Executive and Judicial 
Departments will require constant attention, 
whether the President's residence will not be 
confined to one place. 


Thomas Jefferson’s Opinion. 


Such were the dicta of the first Adams, 
which, with certain modifications, have since 
been crystallized, but they failed to satisfy 
Thomas Jefferson. On returning from France 
in the spring of 1'790 he criticised the social 
code then in vogue and, with his own hand, 
wrote outa series of rules for adoption in 
official circles. Here they are: : 


1, In order to bring members of society to- 
gether in the first instance, the custom of the 
country has established that residents shall pay 
the first visit to strangers, and among strangers 
first comers to later comers, foreigh and domestic. 

The character of strangers ceases after the first 
visit. Tothis rule there is asingle exception. 
Foreign Ministers, from the necessity of making 
themselves known, pay the first visit to the Min- 
istors of the nation, which is returned. 

2. When brought together in society all are 
perfectiy equal, whether foreign or domestie, 
titled or untitled, in or out of office. All other 
observances are but exemplifications of these two 
principles. 

1. The families of forsign Ministers arriving 
at the seat of government receive the first visit 
from those of the national Ministers, as from all 
other residents. ; ~ 

The members of the Legislaturé and of the 
judiciary, independent of their offices, have a 
right as strangers to receive the first visit. 

‘2. No title being admitted here, those of 
foreigners give no precedence. Differences of 
grade among the diplomatic members give no 
precedence. | 

_ At public ceremonies to which the government 
invites the presence of foreign Ministers and 
their families, a convenient place or station will 
be provided for them, with any other strangers 
invited, and the families ofthe national Munis- 
ters each taking place as they arrive and without 
any precedence. 

0 maintain the principle of equality or pele 
mela and prevent the growth of precedence, out 
of courtesy, the members of the Executive will 
practice at their own houses and recommend an 
adherence to the ancient usage of the country, of 
Goutiemen en ntasse giving precedence to the la- 

108 én masse in passing from one apartment 
where they are assembled into another. 


Not Altogether Satisfactory. 


These rules were adopted during the two 
terms of Jefferson’s administration, but they 
led to so much bickering and so many com- 
plications that his successor, James Madison, 
returned to the social code inspired by Wash- 
ington and evolved by John Adams, 

The first person to write ** A Description of 
the Etiquetteat Washington City ’’ was Dr. E. 
Cooley. His book appeared in 1829, when 
John Quincy Adams was President and Henry 
Clay Secretary of State. Vice-President John 
C. Calhoun presided over the Senate and 
Chief-Justice Marshall presided over the Su- 
preme Court. ‘*There is no place in the 
United States,’ wrote Dr. Cooley, * where 
ceremony is 80 much observed and practiced 
asat the City of Washington; where all the 
etiquette of the various courts of Europe is 
introduced by the foreign Ministers, and 
where they are met every winter by the most 
fashionadie and distinguished citizens from 
every part of the United States during the ses- 
sion of Congress.”’ ' 

Whatever toreign Ministers may have done 
then they conform to American manners now, 
outside of officiel etiquette within the Diplo- 
matic Corps, which is the same all the world 
over. In Dr. Cooley’s day the President held 
levees ashe now holds receptions, with the 


difference that guests were served with coffee, 


tea, cake, jellies, ice cream, wine, cordials, 
liquors, and West India fruit, No prohibi- 


tion party then branded John Quincy Adams. 


as in league with the devil, for the good 
reason that prohibition . was’ not born, 
Servants in livery carried these refreshments 
about on trays and guests helped themselves 
when the crowd permitted. Refreshments 
would not be possible now unless there were 
a great banquet hall attached to’ the White 
House and at least $5,000 expended at every 
reception. At this rate it would cost the 
President $20,000 a year tb feed his guests.

SOCIALISTS AT HOME. 


An Insight of the Life They Lead at Fort 
Mardyck in Flanders, 

New York Tribune: One of the most re- 
markable communities in Europe is a little 
village on the coast of French Flanders, in 
which for more than 300 yearsa sort of social- 
ism or comniunism has prevailed, unmoved by 
the numerous revolutions that have in all that 
time ewept over France. The place is known 
as Fort Mardyck, and it is historic ground, 
Here the Romans under Julius Cesar estab- 
lished a port and a fortress, and from this 
place they set out on their invasion of the 
British Isles. When Roman rule in Gaul 
was ended the fort remained, and the port of 
Mardyck was long & prosperous and important 
one. But its downfall came when Charles II. 
sold Dunkirk, which it adjoins, to the French. 
it was soon after this event, however, that the 
Socialist village was founded. Nor was that 
the last of the Stuarts’ interest in the place. 
For it is told that when the Young Pretender 
had, in 1744, persuaded Louis XV. of France 
to aid him with money and men in 
his efforts to regain the throne 
of .Englaud tne expedition was delayed 
by astorm and the leader of the Jacobites 
was awaiti his opportunity at Gravelines. 
One day he had set out for a walk along the 
coast and had strayed as far as Mardyck 
when he was overtaken by a heavy shower of 
rain and compelled to seek refuge in the farm 
of a certain Andre Lamotte, who, unaware of 
the quality of his guest, received the 
Pretender with great hospitality. The 
Prince was so delighted with the cor- 
diality .cf his host that he spent a 
week on the farm, his officers being mean- 
while greatly alarmed at his disappearance. 


He is said to have frequently revisited La- | 


motte before setting sail for England. 

The village of Fort Mardyck was founded 
by Louis XIV. in 1670. French Flanders 
had down to that time been subject to many 
owners, and its inhabitants were chiefly Flem- 
ish, At any rate almost none of them were 
French. The King deemed it well, therefore, 
to planta colony of pure French there whose 
members, steadily increasmg in numbers, 
should serve to leaven the whois lump. He 
also decided to make it a sailors’ village, of 
which all the men should be bound to 
do maritime service for him. On a call 
being made for volunteers to establish such a 
village, four families of Cueq. in Picardy, re- 
sponded. eir names were Everart, Zoone- 
hent, Benard, and Goden. The King accepted 
them, and granted them, for their own use 
and that of their descendants, some 300 acres 
of land situated at Fort Mardyck. These 
men entered into possession of the land on 
the understanding that they were bound 
to submit to maritime conscription 
and to exercise’ the profession of a 
sailor. At different stages of its progress 
the colony of Fort Mardyck had to contend 
with attempts leveled against its privilege. 
None of its opponents was successful, how- 
ever, and in 1773 Louis XV. ratified the con- 
cessions granted by his predecessor by means 
of a decree and reserved to the Fort Mardyck 
people the exciusive right of fishing off Mar- 
dyck, .The village and its royal grant of land 
have remained unaffected by the numerous 
changes which have occurred in France since 
Louis XIV. down to the present time. 

The area of the land grant, 300 acres, has 
not been increased. But the population of 
the village has grown, until now it numbers 
more than 1,700. Itis therefore omi 
decidedly crowded. The land is divided into 
two portions. One-half is let to farmers. The 
rentals thus received form the revenue of the 
village and serve amply for the payment 
of State taxes and for the § dis- 
tribution of relief to members of the 
community standing in need of assistance. 
The remaining portion of the land is ailotted 
to the inhabitants of Fort Mardyck, each one 
receiving at the time of his or her marriage 
about half an acre. Under no circumstances 
may the Fort Mardyck native resign his 
ownership. He may secure a tenant for his 
share of the land, but no further transfer is 
permitted. This rule, which, unlike others, 
is marked by no exceptions, has proved 
instrumental in inducing the villagers to 
marry early in life. Their fields invariebly 
produce more vegetables than they require 
for their own maintenance, and they are, 
therefore, enabled to derive a fair profit 
from the sale of the extra supply. Moreover, 
while her husband is away at sea the Fort 
Mardyck woman, does not depend for her sup- 
port 6n his wages. She is able to subsist on 
the produce of the land, and when the man 
returns his pay is intact. As soon, therefore, 
asa native of Fort Mardyck receives his 
land and builds his cottage he may regard 
himself as secure for life; for should he be 
unable to save enough money for his old 
age he will be maintained out of the common 
fund. 

The government of the village is purely re- 
publican. The present Mayor is named Ever- 
art, and is a direct descendant of one of the 
founders of the piuce. ‘*‘ We manage our own 
affairs,’’ he says, *“‘and defray our own ex- 
penditure. We built our public school by 
subscription,and Iam sure we never cost the 
State a sou. We area very healthy people 
here. We marry early and lead regular lives. 
Yamilies of ten or twelve children are by no 
means rare, and in a single year I have 
registered as many as seven births of 
twins. Atthis rate our population doubles 
in-thirty years. I suppose that eventually we 
shall be compelied to diminish our allot- 
ments, as we are hernmed in on all sides by 
the neighboring villages. Besides, I am sure 
the State will not give us any more land. rc) 
have no paupers. Of course, there are a few 
old people who are needy. But as they have 
their cottages and fields a small subsidy from 
the common fund keeps them very com- 
fortably. Yousee our people cannot sell 
their land, and so, even if they are improvi- 
dent, our rules prevent them from rushmg to 
ruin.”’ 

The village is picturesque and attractive. 
Its streets are winding lanes, grass-bordered, 
and shaded by ancient willows. The cottages 
stand at a little distance from each other, 
with thrifty gardens about them, and a gen- 
eral air of taste and comfort. Nothing but 
Frencb is spoken, and the inhabitants of Fort 
Mardyck are as pure French as can be. But 
they have not in any wise served to “ leaven 
the whole lump” of French Flanders, as 
Louis XIV. hoped, for one hears nothing but 
Flemish in the adjoining villages. The So- 
cialist village is notably prosperous, and it is 
also a curious historic monument; a little 
republic founded by an absolute monarch 
and pursuing undisturbed the even tenor of 
its way amid. all the mighty changes of the 
last three centuries; the charter granted by 
Louis XIV. commanding the respect alike of 
revolution, empire, and republic. 


The Health of London. 

From 1700 to 1750 the death rate in London 
was so high that the population stagnated. In 
the former year the inhabitants numbered 665,- 
200 and in the latter year.653,900. During this 
period the deaths were inthe ratio of about one 
per thirty persons living. By 1801 the popula- 
tion had crept up to 777,000 and the deaths 
had fallen to one in forty-one persons liv. 
ing. This great improvement in the state of pub- 
lic health in London was not, except to a trifling 
extent, the result of sanitary legislation. People 
were ming more enlightened on many mat- 
ters affecti their health. partly owing to a 
more general knowledge of chemistry, physiol- 
ogy, and other sciences relating to man and his 
surroundings. When those intrusted with the 
conduct of public affairs became aware 
much the health of the people was affected by 
bad water, by foul emanations, even cess- 
pools, and by too great a density of population 
they began to secure supplies of pure water, to 
construct proper house drains street sewe 
to remove systematically filth from houses, 
to widen streets.

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There are two specific reasons for the simi- 
larity so frequently observed in mélodies of 
the popular type. First,strange as it may ap- 
pear to the uninitiated, the music of over 50 
per cent of the popular ditties is composed by 
persons who are totally ignorant of the first 
rudiments of music, their knowledge of the 


divine art being limited to the humming of a

tune which happens to strike their sensibili- 
ties as possessing a captivating jingle. 
‘They sing it allday, and dream of it by 
ht, until it assumes the proportions of a 
agnerian effort and the originality born of 
@ great musical genius. These untutored 
geniuses are, in most instances, absolutely 
devoid of the two component parts that con- 
stitute a composer—namely: talent and orig- 
inality. Friends have discovered in this gen- 
ius a great talent lying dormant. The ‘fact of 
their having made this discovery arouses the 
latent fires of ambition lurking somewhere in 
the depths of his anatomy. This musical

The system soon demands the stimulant more 
frequently. Abstinence is followed by suffering. 
he hand loses its steadiness, the brain its clear- 
ness. Insomnia‘adds to the drain on nervous 
forces, and the patient instinctively resorts for 
relief to the poison which is the direct cause of 
his condition. In time these symptoms become 
intensified, and evidences of chronic degenera- 
tion manifest themselves.

It was then late in the afternoon, 
so Il did nothing with the manuscript until 
after dinner. Then I untied the string and 
examined its outward appearance by the light 
that never failed, my faithfui ‘ student’s 
lamp.”’ | 

Unless you have been a “ reader’ of man- 
uscripts you don’t know how much there is 
in appearances. A carelessly written manu- 
script, one that has been rolled, or one that 
is too dilettante in its get-up prejudices you 
against it. This manuscript was quite ideal. 
It was not too long, was written on paper of 


note size, the hand was bold and almost per-. 


pendicular .as to form, and the ink was black 
and there was plenty of it. There was no au- 
thor’s name given, but there was something 
about the handwriting and the whole look of 
the manuscript that suggested that, whoever he 
was, he was a person familiar with pen and 
ink. I think that the title of the story was 
“From Father to Son,”’ but it was changed 
later on, as some one else had chosen that 
name before. 

Well, I began to read. From the opening 
paragraph I was interested, and I read on to 
the end that night. My “opinion” was fa- 
vorable, and the book was published. It 
would have been anyway, for Mr. Stedman 
was its godfather and had recommended it to 
the publisher, who only asked me to ned it 


| for the sake of getting an outside judgment. 


The book was rechristened ‘‘As It Was Writ- 
ten,”’ and the author’s name was given as Sid- 
ney Luska; at least that was the name signed 
to the story, which made & success at once, 
though not such a success as is made by En- 
glish authors. Its reception, however, de- 
cided the author to give up the clerkship he 
held in one of the city offices—the Surro- 
cron I believe—and devote himself to litera- 
ure, 

Other books followed, but “ As It Was 
Written” was always the most popular. For 
awhile these books were signed by the author’s 
pen name, but finally he dropped that alto- 
gether and used hisown name, Harry. Har- 
land, which sounds quite as much likea 
pseudonym as the other. © 


Life in London and Paris. 


For a numberof years Mr. Harland has 
lived abroad, and, as-he does not enjoy the 
most robust health and as ue finds that 
Europe agrees with him better than America, 
he will probably make. his home there. A 

ood deal of his time was spent in France and 
taly, but now he has gone to England, where 
he has just published a new volume of 
short stories, which is also published 
here .by Lovell, Coryell & Co., or will 
be during the week. ‘* Mademoiselle Miss”’ 
s the title of the first story, and that is the 
one chosen for the title of the book. It is a 
tale of Paris and the Latin quarter, which 
still inspires the American pen to write ques- 
tionable stories. When Mr. Harland was in 
New York he wrote principally of the Jews, 
seeking out their virtues and showing them up 
in a better light than is the habit of the Chris- 
tian author. So devoted was he to this sub- 
ject that people asked whether this ** Sidney 
Luska’; himself was not one of the faithful, 
but it was soon proved that he was entirely 
American, save fora dash of French blood 
from his mother’s side of fhe house. 
was no Jew anywhere. His championship 
of the race was merely a fad. He soon 
dropped it. None of his later books have any 
of that Jewish enthusiasm in them. They 
are quite fin de siecle, particularly this last. 

Mr. Harland has one gift that no one can 
deny him, and that is the gift of story-telling. 
He is a capital raconteur. Whether you find 
his story a is another question. But 
you are bound to admit that he tells it well. 
The stories in this book touch the border line 
of the risque; indeed, they sometimes over. 
step it, asin ** The Funeral March of a Mari- 
onette.”” It sounds innocent enough, but 
while. there is much said it is in the unsaid 
that the harm lies. Strangely enough we 
read such steries in French and think 
nothing of them except -that they 
are well written and harp upon the usual 
French theme; but we are surprised, and per- 
haps shocked, that an American writer should 
treat of the same subject. Mr. Harland has 
quite caught the French touch, and a dash of 
English idiom withal, in his use of the word 
“jolly,” for instance, and the expression 
‘*wash-hand-stand.”” But then I suppose that 
one may be forgiven such very innocent 
affectations. I confess that they sound well 
enough, and if Mr. Harland was an English. 
man we would not notice it, but in such a 
thorough-paced American it is just a little 
amusing. Perhaps I would do it myself after 
three or four years’ sojourn abroad, particu- 
larly in writing for Americans, they do so 
relish these ‘‘ Briticisms,’’ as Prof, Brander 
Matthews would call them, 


Inspiration in a Title. 


The title of this particular story, “ The Fu. 
neral March of a Marionette,” is an inspira- 
tion. Mr. Harland is something of a mu- 
sician, I believe, and appreciates the qualities 
of that remarkable composition. The heroine 
of the story, Zizi, belongs to a class well 
known tothe readers of French novels and 
who exist nowhere outside of Paris and in Paris 
find their habitat in the Latin Quarter of the 
town. Mr. Harland has~ painted her with 
“beg cleverness, but it seems to me that he

It will not have the charm of 
enthusiasm which pervaded those stories, but 
it will have a better style and show a wider 
knowledge of those things which are strange- 
ly described as ** life.”’
